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The foregoing is only a general statement of the Bank and 
Branches. You will find appended hereto, separate statements, 
numbered 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6,7, 8 and 9, showing the condition of the 
Principal Bank and each Branch, at the close of the bank year, 1st 
of July 1851. Also statements marked А and B, showing the 
amount of interest on State Bonds, paid by the Bank at New York 
and Philadelphia, from 1st July 1849, to 1st July 1851; and the 
amount of exchange furnished by the Bank and each Branch for 
the same period. 

The report made to the last General Assembly, and to which 
you are respectfully referred, will show the operation of the Bank 
in detail from its commencement, 1st July 1838, to the 1st of July 
1849, a period of eleven years. From which it will appear that 
the capital stock bad been gradually reduced during that time, by 
the payment of interest upon the bonds of the State, by the appro- 
priations of the General Assembly, by losses upon realestate, and 
otherwise, and by bad and doubtful debts, to $2,389,652 54, which 
constituted at the time the report was made, its actual and available 
capital.

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In vonformity with the provisions of the aet passed Sth Feb- 
ғоагу, 1850, to relieve the Bank, and for other purposes, the nett 
amount of profits for the last two years, has been paid to the State 
Treasurer. with which he is chargeable in the settlement of his ac- 
counts, viz:

Referriog to my report of two years since, and to the estimated 
profits of the Bank, you will perceive that the profits since that * 
time, have exceeded the estimate then made, but, owing to the re- 
vulsions of the past business season, the low prices of our leading 
exports, and the prostration of commercial credits, a like result 
cannot be attained for the two years to come. 

The amount of Suspended deht (or debt in suit) at the Principal 
Pank and Branches on the Ist July 1849, was $697,264 36. li 
had been gradually increasing from the time the Bank went into 
operation to that time. It amounted on the 1st July last to 
$602,681 54, making a reduction in the last two years of $94,582 
55, and it is believed, it may he still further greatly reduced. 

By the act (9th February, 1850,) referred to above, the Presi- 
dent and Directors were authorized (with the consent of the Gov. 
ernor,) to sell the stock belonging to the State in the Union and Plan- 
ters’ Banks, and to invest the proceeds in the purchase of State 
Bonds, at a rate not exceeding their par value, and giving prefer- 
ence to the Bonds issued for stock.in the Union Bank. But no part 
of these stocks have been sold, and this part of the act remains to 
be carried out hereafter. When the act passed, Union and Plan- 
ters, Bank stocks, were worth in Philadelphia, the largest stock 
mar ket in the Union, 51 cents, they are now quoted at from 68 to 
70 cents, so the State has lost nothing by delay. | 

Besides, I presume one of the objects of the General Assembly, 
of not the main one, in authorizing a sale, was, to provide a fund in 
time to meet the Union Bank bonds held by the General Govern- 
ment, none of which mature earlier than the first of January, 1858. 
Of these Bonds, there remain unpaid,

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ТЕ со provision is made by your honorable body to meet the first 
of the above instalments, the President and Directors of the Bank, 
will feel bound to dispose of the stock in the Union Bank, as direct- 
ed by the act of 1850; or so much thereof, as will be requisite to 
meet that instalment. 

The act of 1844, authorizing under certain conditions a sale of 
the Common School lands in this State, requires the proceeds to be 
paid over to the Bank, or some one of its Branches, to be invested 
in State Bonds. And until such investment is made, the Bank is 
required to pay interest from time to time upon the amount. Un- 
der this law, a considerable sum has already been paid to the 
Branch at Shelbyville, and the agency at Athens, which is now 
ready for investment. But so large an amount of State Bonds, 
cannot be procured in a reasonable time, without paying more than 
the present market price. I beg leave therefore, respectfully to 
suggest to the General Assembly, whether it would not promote the 
public interest to amend the act atthe present session, so аз 10 ай- 
thorize the Bank to purchase the Bonds of any one of the incorpo- 
rated companies in this State, that may be endorsed and guarantied 
by the State, as well as the Bonds of the State. They are certain- 
ly worth as much, and would be in every respect, as safe an invest- 
ment—the faith of the State being pledged for their payment. 

I know of no defects in the charter, that will require the interpo- 
sition of the General Assembly. The iuterest upon the Internal 
improvement Bonds issued heretofore, (a large portion of which is 
payable semi-annually in New York and Philadelphia,) becomes 
due at different times, and running through every month in the 
year, according to the date of the Bond. If an act were passed, 
providing for the payment of interest upon this class of Bonds, on the 
first of January and first of July, it would be a saving to the State. 
and would, Tam satisfied, meet the approbation of the holders. 

Should your honorable body, or any of its members, desire any 
further information in relation to the Bank or its management, it will 
afford the officers pleasure at all times to communicate it.

To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee : 

The Trustees of the Deaf and Dumb Asylum at Knoxville, re- 
spectfully report, that the trust confided to our hands by the Leg- 
islature, has been felt by us to be, especially in its moral bearings, 
one of great importance. There is no precept in the New Tes- 
tament, which, in the free and enlightened. social state we in this 
‘country enjoy, has a stronger claim upon men’s dutiful regard or 
may become the fountain of more healthful, benificent influences, 
than that they “who are strong, ought to bear the infirmities о! 
the weak.” In communities unblessed with the light of the Gos- 
pel of Christ, either the weak are made the prey of the strong, or 
are else neglectfully suffered to drag out a wretched existence, 
without any efforts, worthy of the name, being made to ameliorate 
the harsh features of their condition, or to supply to them by the 
hand of benevolent art the deficiencies of nature. But the na- 
tions which have received and wisely improved that heavenly 
light, have learned how true and excellent is the brotherhood of 
faith which it inculeates ; how in the Family, the Church and the 
State, there is no single member, however weak and deficient, 
that is unimportant or valueless; how from the feebleness of the 
weaker members may be made to spring up under a kindly and 
generous culture, elements of beauty and grace to adorn the whole 
body. The seeming injustice of nature in withholding from some 
of her children the endowments bestowed upon others; is thus in 
а manner justified. The very disparity of condition leaves room, 
under the influence of a right spirit, for the exercise of good and 
pure affections, which might otherwise have lain wholly dormant ; 
tor the cultivation of feelings of mutual dependence ; for the per- 
formance towards each other of that service of love, which no 
man however rich, or strong, or honorable, can wisely forbear 
from rendering towards his. neighbor in time of need, and which 
no man, however poor, or weak, or obscure, will not find at some 
hour or other an opportunity of rendering. 

It is upon this principle of brotherhood, considered as reposing 
at the foundations of the State, that provision has been made by 
more than one Legislature, and in very distant portions of the 
Union, for the education of the unfortunate, who have been depri- 

3 . 
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ved from birth, or by accident, of the use of sight, of hearing and 
of speech. And it is honorable to that State, of which we are 
citizens, that in the favorable disposition which we suppose to 
have been generally awakened throughout our country towards 
the Deaf and Dumb,the Blind and the Lunatic ; it has been amongst 
the first to act efficiently. The State, by the just and generous 
conduet of its Legislature, has declared in so many words, that 
Deaf, and Dumb, and Blind, though they be, they are yet its chil- 
dren, entitled to even a stronger sympathy aud a larger care. 
That shut out from the light of heaven, or denied the communion 
of speeeh with their brethren, and unable to provide for them- 
selves, it will take them under its own wing, and secure to them. 
those treasures of wisdom and knowledge, which the hand of man, 
guided of God, has learned to convey to the most imprisoned 
mind. 

The Legislature of 1849-50, passed an act appropriating five 
thousand dollars per annum for ten years, for the support of the 
school; and five thousand dollars “for the paying of the debts, 
and completing the buildings” of the institution. These appro- 
priations found the Board with an indebtedness, as stated in their 
last report, of three thousand six hundred and eighty-two dollars. 
This being paid, there remained of the special appropriation, the 
sum of thirteen hundred and eighteen dollars, to be applied accor- 
ding to the provisions of the act, to completing the buildings. 
Had such balance been sufficient for that purpose, the Board of 
‘Trustees would have had no difficulty in putting the school at once 
into successful and permanent operation. But the sum was whol- 
ly inadequate. At Ше date referred to, but one wing of the build- 
ing was finished. The main building, as reported to the Legisla- 
ture, was “but little, if any more than half finished; and the esti- 
mated cast of completing it, was stated at “eight thousand dol- 
lars.” In this state of things, the Board might have concluded to 
maintain the school upon its previous limited foundation, confi- 
ning the number of pupils to the accommodations afforded by the 
single completed wing, and leaving the main building unfinished. 
But this course, a provision of the act passed by the last Legisla- 
ture, appeared to prevent them from pursuing, viz: “That each 
Senatorial District in the State shall have the right to send, free of 
charge, two pupils to the institution for the Education of the Deaf 
and Dumb in preference to all others, whether free or paying schol- 
ars.” 

To provide for the accommodation of these pupils, in addition 
to those who had already been received, or who might afterwards 
be offered, or to provide for their accommodation alone, would be 
utterly impossible, without more room. They felt in this emer- 
gency, that their duty lay in completing the main building at as 
early а day as possible, and that in order to do this it was better 
that the sehool should be temporarily suspended. At a biennial 
meeting held on the — day of February, 1850, it was therefore, 

“ Resolved, That in the opinion of this Board the interests of the 
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Tennessee Deaf and Dumb Sehool require that the school be sus- 
pended until the buildings shall be fitted up so as to accommodate 
at least the number of pupils specified by the act of the last Legis- 


Jature. 


“Resolved, That the school accordingly be suspended from the 
Ist of March next, until such time as said provision shall have 


been made. 


“Resolved, That in the interim of the school, Mr. McIntire, (the 
Principal) be requested to superintend the work on the buildings.” 

From that time the work upon the main building has been dili- 
gently prosecuted, with the available means of the institution. 
On the Ist of August, 1850, Rev. Mr. McIntyre, who had proved 
himself an able and faithful instructor, resigned the office of Prin- 
cipal of the school. Under the active direction and superintend- 
ence of the Building Committee, however,no interruption or delay 
was occasioned in the progress of the house, by his resignation. 
It is now in a condition nearly complete. The plan of its con- 
struction was communicated to the Legislature in the last report 
of the Board of Trustees. It is a hundred feet long, by fifty wide, 
and including’ the attic, is four stories high. Substantial in its 
materials and structure, commodious in its arrangements, and ele- 
gant in its arehitectural design and finish, it reflects honor upon 


the State, whose benevolence has erected it.

‚ The original estimate of its cost, by “competent workmen,” was 
sixteen thousad dollars. Atthe date of the last report, the amount 


expended upon it, was eight thousand eight hundred and fifty- 
seven dollars. And since then, the sum expended has been seven 
thousand six hundred and twenty-two dollars and sixty-five cents,

An expenditure of about two thousand dollars more will be re- 
quired to pay for a considerable amount of work which has been 
already done, but for which a settlement has not been made with. 
the workmen; and also for work which should be done, in order 
to the completion and preservation of the building. Anticipating 
that the building would be in a state of readiness for the reception 
of pupils on the Ist of October next, the Board took proper steps, 
as soon as possible after the resignation of Rev. Mr. McIntyre, to 
fill the place of Principal. Encouragement was given at different 
times from two different quarters to hope, that a gentleman of un- 
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questionable fitness for the post would consent to take it, but this 
hope, owing to eircumstances over which the Board had no con- 
trol, was disappointed. Measures are now in progress, to supply 
the vaeancy with a competent person. 

On the 10th day of November, 1849, the assistant teacher, Mr. 
C. W. Myers, after a brief illness, departed this life. Не was well 
fitted for the duties of his position, and of very estimable charac- 
ter as a man and a christian. His death was an occasion of sin- 
cere regret. Mr. George E. Bronson has recently been elected in 
his stead. He comes well recommended as an instructor of the 
Deaf and Dumb, and it is believed that until a Principal is obtain- 
ed, the school will progress successfully under his direction. 

Mr. J. P. N. Craighead has been eleeted Curator of the institu- 
tion, and has accepted the office upon equitable terms. The office 
of Matron remains yet unfilled. 

The Rev. D. R. McAnally has offered his resignation as à mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees, to take effect оп the 30th of October 
next, and Mr. M. D. Bearden has been elected to fill the vacancy. 
Rev. James Park has also been elected, in the stead of J. Esta- 
brook who has removed from the vicinity. 

In conclusion, the Board would express the belief that the insti- 
tution of which the Legislature has made them the guardians, by 
the large provision which has now been made for the accommoda- 
tion of pupils, will for a time at least be able to meet the wants of 
all of that class of unfortunate children of the State, for whose 
benefit it has been created, who may apply. The time will no 
doubt arrive, and soon, perhaps, when the additional ell provided 
for in the original plan of the building, will be required ; but the 
Board confidently rely upon the wisdom and generosity of the Leg- 
islature for sustaining the important work of their predecessors, 
and for providing for the extension of its privileges and blessings 
to all who have a claim to participate in them, whenever further 
aid is necessary.

REPORT 


NASHVILLE, OCTOBER, 1851. 
To the Speakers of the Senate and 
the House of Representatives:— 

The Board of Commissioners to whom 
has been entrusted the duty of procuring a site and erecting a build- 
ing to be known as the New State Hospital for the Insane in Ten- 
nessee, and to be used for the cure, comfort and safe keeping of 
Insane Patients—beg leave to submit to your Honorable Body a 
Report of their proceedings since the last Session of the Legisla- 
ture. 

By virtue of the law of 1849, on page —of the Session Acts of the 
General Assembly, seventy-five thousand Dollars were appropri- 
ated for the erection ofthe Asylum, and the Board were "strictly con- 
fined to the expenditure of this sum for that purpose. They have 
endeavored so far as possible, in so large an undertaking, to con- 
form to the law, and the total sum expended will not exceed the 
appropriation, except by a small amount. ° | 

In order to effect this object, however, they have been compelled 
wholly to change their original plan, and leave to future Legislation 
the erection of wings to the main building, and more extensive ac- 
commodation for its inmates. 

Without wishing to question orcontravene the general policy of 
the last enactment, they would respectfully suggest that one curtail- 
ment to whichthey were unavoidably compelled to submit, may, 
and will becomea serious impediment to the future success of the 
Institution, unless it shall be obviated by an enlightened and liberal 
policy on the part of the Legislature. All experience has shown 
that in order to the sanatory efficiency of a Lunatic Asylum, and 
the proper management of its inmates, there should be a total sepa- 
ration of the noisy and excited patients, from those who are com- 
paratively quietand calm. The reasons for such ап arrangement 
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are so obvious, and the authorities on the subject so strong and de- 
cisive as to render it unnecessary for usto do more than direct your 
attention tothe matter. 

Yet the paucity ofthe means afforded us, has prevented our effec- 
tuation properly of this vital object. Instead of erecting some twen- 
ty or thirty lodges separate from the main building, and properly 
furnished for the safety and comfort of noisy patients, where they 
could be tended and cared for, without exposing them to the view 
of other patients, of shattered nerves and feeble intellects, we have 
been forced to set apart, for this purpose, the basement rooms of the 
main building, which, although comfortable in the main, are not well 
situated either in their location or appointment, for the objectton 
which they are to be devoted. 

The erection ofthe Asylum has been completed in accordance 
with the plan adopted, and this fact will be reported to the Governor 
ina few days,as required by the provisions of the law of 1847-8; 
so that he may take such action as may be appropriate, under its re- 
quisitions, or as may be directed by the present Legislature. Pre- 
vious to the removal of the patients from their present location, it 
willof course be necessary to euclose the grounds immediately 
around the Asylum, and furnish the rooms in a proper manner—all 
which is submitted for the action of your Honorable Body. The 
buildiug consists of a centre apartment, ninety-five feet long, by 
fifty feet in width, and four stories high—two lines of wards, each 
seventy-six feet in length, and three stories high, with two end buil- 
dings thirty-six feet in length, by fifty-six feet in breadth, and four 
storics high—all these are connected together, forming a line of 
walls three hundred and twenty-five feet in length, embracing with- 
inits limitsone hundred and thirty-eight apartments, or rooms, 
composed of single anddouble wards, dormitories, dining rooms, 
water closets, and rooms for various domestic purposes, to which is 
to beadded about eight hundred feet of passages, or corridors 
throughout its different stories. 

The building will be warmed by the intervention of furnaces 
located in the cellar, with sufficient conductors and flues to carry 
the heat throughout its whole extent, and afford ample ventillation 
for the accommodation and health of its inmates. The water of 
several springs in the neighborhood of the building has been collect- 
ed ina reservoir, at the distance of seven hundred and fifty feet 
from its site, from whence it will be forced by means of a small 
steam engine, through iron pipes to а large tank on the top ofthe cen- 
tre building, and thence distributed to its different departments. 

Sewers, or drains have been cut from each end of the building, 
for carryiug offthe water and filth of the establishment, so as to 
preserve it at all times healthy and clean.. 

А neat and commodious chapel, or place for worship is provided 
on the south-eastern sideof the building, where religious instruction 
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may be afforded to such of the patients as may be capable of enjoy- 
ingits benefits. 

The whole of the superstructure is covered with tin, and the win- 
dows secured by cast iron sash, so as to insure, as far as possible, 
its safety, and that of its inmates. 

‘There are two hundred and fifty-five acres of arable land embrac- 
ed in the deed to the State, which may be usefully employed for 
the profit of the institution, and the health and welfare ofthose 
patients who are able or willing to be engaged in its cultivation and 
improvement. 

The Nashville and Chattanooga Rail-Road passes within @ mile 
of the Institution, and the Murfreesboro Turnpike runs along the 
whole north-western boundary of the land, rendering iteasily acces- 
sible, and affording ample facilities for procuring fuel, provisions, &e. 

The Board have endeavored, in its construction, to combine all 
the modern improvements of such buildings, and they take pleasure 
in saying, that in this matter, as well as others connected with its 
erection, they have been greatly aided by the scientific skill of their 
Architect, Major A. Heiman, and the untiring energy and practical 
information of their Superintendent, Dr. John S. Young. 

The amount of money drawn from the Treasury will be reported 
by the Comptroller, and we are ready at any time to submit tothe 
Committees who may be appointed, a full account of our disburse- 
ments. 

In surrendering our trustinto your hands, it may not be inappro- 
priate to make a few suggestions which have occurred to us during 


№ 


the progress of Ше work, in regard tothe future management of the 


Institution. 

The law of 1847 requires that the Superintendent shall be a mar- 
ried man, and reside with his family in the Institution, and contem- 
plates the performance o? the duties of matron by his wife. This 
limitation on the powers of the Board of Trustees, will, we fear, be 
found very injudicious, and greatly contract the number of those per- 
sons from whom a proper selection of Superintendent can be made. 
The office is one requuing extraordinary qualifications, and the 
combination of rare qualities which will be necessary, and can be 
found in but few individuals. 

Ifthe Board should be compelled to select а Physician of com- 
petent abilities, who is net only married, but whose wife is fitted for 
the station of matron, or willing at least to undergo the fatigue and 
terrors of a residence under the same roof with one or two hundred 
persous, whose minds are diseased, and constantly giving revolting 
evidences of their disorders; we fear that it will bealmost impossible 
to procure what is the prime necessity of the Institution—a first rate 
Superintendent. 

We do not doubt thatifall the requisites of a good Superinten- 
dent анд Matron could be easily found united, as required by the 
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law, it would be a most fortunate combination, and that the Trus- 
tees would readily avail themselves of such а providential union, , 
but we think thatthere is no absolute necessity in requiring that а 
Superintendent should be married, or that if married, his family 
should reside within the Asylum. 

Matrons can be readily procured of excellent character, and of 
long experience, who would be willing to reside in the Institution, 
and devote their whole time to the patients, whilst the family ofthe 
Physician might reside in a building which is now situated on the 
premises a small distance from the Asylum, and yet entirely con- ` 
venient for its government. 

The Board of Trustees will, we have no doubt, be selected from 
the best men in the community, and the object of our suggestion, is 
that this matter should be left to their discretion, untrammeled by 
restrictions which may prove prejudicial and can be of no positive 
advantage. 

The Act of 1847 makesno provision for the salary or appointment 
of a Gardener or Horticulturist to superintend and manage the farm 
now connected with the Institution. This omission we һауе по 
doubt was accidental, and caused by the factthat little or no cultiva- 
ble soil had been connected with the former building, во as to render 
such an office proper or necessary. "The proper superintendent of 
the Asylum may prove a very indiffereit farmer, and even if he 
were otherwise qualified for the duty, the amount and character of 
his labors will be such as wholly to disqualify him from renaering 
proper attention to the farm. "The judicious cultivation and im- 
provement of the Asylum grounds will be a matter of deep interest 
to the Institution, both in a financial and medicinal point of view. 
By proper management onthe part of the cultivator, (with the as- 
sistance of patients who may be willing to work,) a large amount 
of provisions ought annually to be raised for their use on the farm, 
whilst the improvement and beautification of the preatises would 
often cheer the hearts of the desponding subjects and assist greatly 
in recalling and strengthening their shattered intellects. 

Deeply impressed with the philanthropy exhibited by Miss D. L 
Dix in her benevolent exertions for the Insane throughout the Union, 
and anxious to render some permanent testimonial СИ our apprecia 
tion of her labors in Tennessee, we recommend to you the change oí 
the corporate name of our Institution to that of “Тһе Trustees of 
the Dix Hospital for the Insane in Tennessee.” This change of 
name is alike demanded by our gratitude to her for exertions in 
procuring the passage of the Charter of 1847, and the continued in- 
terest she has exhibited in the progress and completion of the work. 

We cannot too earnestly press upon your attention the early 
equipment and furnishing of the house and grounds upon someijudi- 
cious and liberal plan. ‘The future success ofthe Institution will 
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depend greatly upon its commencement with sufficient menas and 
under proper influences. 

There will be remaining, after all our expenditure, (as we are in. 
formed,) some ten or fifteen thousand dollars of the fund arising 
from thetax laid for the benefit of the Asylum, and it willrequire 
the whole of this sum to be expeuded in the ensuing year, in order 
to place the establishment on a respectable footing. The furniture 
of the house, enclosing of the site, forming roads or avenues, and 
levelling the grounds, are all works of somewhat permanent and ех- 
pensive character, which require immediate action. 

Under the confident hope that your Honorable Body will give the 
subject all due attention and adopt such measures as will be most 
expedient for carrying out the benificent policy commenced by your 
predecessors; we now surrender our trust into your hands.

OF THE SENATE 


ON THE BILL TO PROVIDE FOR A COMPLETE HIS- 
TORY OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE. 


REPORT. 


The Seleet Committee to whom was referred “а bill to provide 
for a complete History of the State of Tennessee" have had the 
same under consideration, and after mature deliberation they have 
directed me to return the bill, with an amendment proposing to 
fill the blank in the section with $1000, and to recommend its 
passage. They have also instructed me to submit to the Senate 
the following Report in favor of the passage of the Bill. 

The committee cannot but feel some degree of humiliation in 
being compelled to admit that no complete and authentie History 
of the State of Tennessee has yet been written and published. 
It is true that for some years it has been understood that one or 
two highly intelligent and enterprizing gentlemen have been en- 
gaged in collecting together materials for such a work; but as no 
specific time has been designated at which the public can calen- 
late upon its completion, the committee feel justified in concluding 
that the collection of necessary materials for a complete History of 
Tennessee, and their proper arrangement and preparation for pub. 
lication, is a work of too much labor and expense to be overcome 
by unaided private enterprize within any reasonable period of 
time. Indeed it appears manifest to the committee that a very 
eursory view of the magnitude of the undertaking would at 
once satisfy any intelligent mind that its accomplishment, by 
mere private or individual resources, within any reasonable time, 
would be next to impracticable. Our State is not deficient in that 
Species of intellectual enterprize and talent requisite for the un- 
dertaking, nor is there any dearth of uninteresting historical mate- 
rials, and yet since our existence as an independent State, more 
than half a century has passed by, and we are still without а? 
Standard work to which we can refer as the authentie record of 
our advancement in allthe elements of national prosperity and 


98 
greatness. How else can we account for this fact than upon the 
supposition that the undertaking is too onerous for individual еп- 
terprizo? and how else can we expect to overcome the obstacle 
than by the liberal aid of the State? 

The committee would feel that they were reflecting upon the 
intelligence and patriotism of the Senate if they were to enter 
upon an argument to shew the importance of such a work аз is 
eontemplated by the bill. We are all justly proud of the elevated 
position assigned to our State by the united voice of our country- 
mens but when we are called upon for the record of our title to 
greatness we are forced to make the humiliating admission that 
our record is yet to be written! our greatness dwells “IN TRADITIONS 
SIMPLE voNGUE." If it were profitable or necessary we might find 
reasons why those who have preceded us in the halls of legislation 
have not chosen to embark in this enterprize. Perhaps it would 
be found that the hope has been indulged that the work could and 
would be accomplished by individual labor and individual means. 
We are satisfied that itis not wise longer to indulge this hope, and 
now the question addresses itself in all its practical importance 
whether the State has such an interest in her own history as to 
justify her representatives in making the proposed expenditures 7 

lt may be well questioned whether any State in the Union 
abounds in an equal amount of interesting and valuable historical 
materials as Tennessee. The period of her existence, prior to her 
admission into the Union as an independent State, is peculiarly 
rieh in the most thrilling incidents, А faithful record of the 
various expeditions into the territory, by hunters and pioneers, 
when the Indian and the wild beast alone disputed its dominion, 
would possess all the charms of romance, and the *distance" of 
time would “lend an enchantment tothe view"! Whilst it would 
illustrate to the philosophie mind some of the noblest traits in the 
character of our present population. Much of this portion of our 
history has been lost, and can never be reclaimed, but much has 
been preserved, and by prompt and diligent research much more 
may be found. Upon perusing such a record, the present genera- 
tion would be astonished to find how little they know now of the 
early history of their own State. Thousands would learn, to their 
surprise, that they have been born and reared оп ground consecra- 
ted by the blood of our forefathers, shed by them in rescuing this 
rich inheritance from the dominion of the Savage. How few 
within the limits of the beautiful city in which we are assembled, 
have any correct idea of the toils, dangers, sufferings, battles, 
victories and deaths of those who first pitched their tents upon 
this rock bluff! And there are hundreds of spots similarly conse- 
crated within our borders, of which the records live only in the 
recollection of a few old pioneers who are lingering on the brinks 
of the grave, or in the dim and declining pages of tradition. Is 
the State interested in having these consecrated spots made lumi- 
nous by the putting on record the thrilling incidents which gave 
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permanence to the early settlements on her territory? Is it not 
due the memory of those bold pioneers in civilization that the 
State should step forward to rescue their names from oblivion? 
We delight to honor those who have fallen bravely in battle, and 
we build monuments on which to inscribe imperishably their 
names. Why not then also honor the names andthe memory of 
the enterprising band of hunters and pioneers who indured pro- 
digies of suffering and performed prodigies of valor in preparing 
the way for the tide of safe emigration which followed the track 
they had marked out with their blood? May we not ask if the 
State of Tennessee does not owe a debi of gratitude to these noble 
patriots? which would be but poorly paidin rescuing their deeds 
from forgetfulness? On what do we rest the solid fame of our 
State? Is it upon her inexhaustible mineral wealth and her fer- 
tile valleys and plains? These were all secured by the bravery, 
the toils, the sufferings and the blood of the old pioneer! Is it 
upon the chivalry and gallantry of our soldiers in fighting the 
battles of our country ? These soldiers were the sons of the old 
pioneers and inherited their chivalry from them! Surely then, 
our State is interested in dispelling the mists which obscure her 
early records and in having the heroic deeds of the conquerors of 
the aborigines spread out in living light upon.the faithful pages of 
history. It may be conceded that such a developement of the 
ineidents connected with the first settlements in our State, as is 
proposed, would not result in the practical benefits which would 
flow from an authentic history of the State since her admission 
into the Union. But the bill contemplates a “complete” history, and. 
none could be “complete” which did not trace our rise and progress 
as a political community from the time when the old hunters from 
the States traversed the territory in quest of game and carried 
back the intelligence which excited the adventurous spirit of emi- 
gration that resulted in reseuing the rich lands of Tennessee from 
the dominion of the Indians and wild beasts. Such a history 
w uld gratify an intelligent curiosity, whilst it would abound in 
valuable lessons of wisdom connected with the characters of the 
permanent actors in the scenes described, and give to us a clear 
view of the value of perseverance, energy, fortitude and courage 
in the march of civilization. But the committee feel that it is not 
necessary to multiply considerations in favor of a liberal expendi- 
ture, so far as it may be required to secure the materials for that 
portion of our history whilst our fathers were laying the founda- 
tion for their admission into the Union as a State. 

As early as 1784 our mother State manifested a disposition to 
be relieved of the responsibilities of exercising jurisdiction over 
and giving protection to the settlers west of Tas Mountas. She 
passed’an act ceding the territory now Tennessee to the General 
Government, provided the cession should be accepted within two 
years. To the settlers this act had the appearance of an abandon- 
ment on the part of the mother State, and it resulted in the estab- 
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lishment of au independent little Поровывс called the State of 
Franxcanp. No chapter in our history will present subjects for 
more interesting reflection, than that which shall detail the events 
connected with the brief story and existence of “ The State of 
Гараад They seceoro from North Carolina because they felt 
themselves abandoned by her, and they asserted their independence 
because the federal government failed to listen to their appeals 
for proteetion. The citizens of Frankland were imbued with the 
true spirit of freemen, and deserved neither to be regarded or 
treated as outlaws. The common toast in an adjoining State is 
said to have been “ Success to the State of Frankland, His Excel- 
leney Governor Sevier and his virtuous citizens!” Soon after the 
dissolution of this little republic, the cession to the General Gov. 
ernment took place, and in 1790 a territorial government was pro- 
vided by Congress. "This form of government continued until 
1796, when the State of Tennessee was admitted into the Union. 
The Committee feel proud that they have it now in their power 
to present to the State (which will be done in another form), a 
record of the proceedings of the first legislature, in 1794, that con- 
vened under the territorial government established by Congress. 
lt presents the striking characteristic of our forefathers, and should 
descend to the latest. posterity as a monument of their valor, virtue 
and wisdom. From 1769, when the first permanent settlements 
were made, the materials are abundant for an authentic and 
&eeply interesting history ; but it will require industry and labor 
to collect them together and prepare them for use. The history 
of Tennessee as a Srare proper, commences in June, 1795, when 
the Governor convened the territorial legislature to take into con- 
sideration the expediency of applying for admission into the Union 
asa State. The population of the State was then 77,262, scattered 
aver ten counties, that 18: Blount, Davidson, Sullivan, Green, Jei- 
ferson, Sevier, Hawkins, Sumner, Washington and Tennessee 
(now Robertson and Montgomery). A convention assembled at 
Knoxville on the 11th of January, 1796, and in less than thirty days 
а constitution was agreed upon for the State of Tennessee, upon . 
which she was admitted into the Union as an independent State. 
Fifty-five years have passed by, and her ten counties have in- 
ereased to more than seventy, and her 77,262 population has gone 
to nearly a million! The announcement of such a wonderful 
growth in population would naturally indicate that the history of 
such a people must abound in deeply interesting events, The ter- 
ritory of Tennessee covers an area of about 45,000 square miles, 
er 28,000,000 of acres. At the date of her admission as a State, 
the title of a large portion of this territory was in the Indians. 
The settlements were confined to a comparatively small portion of 
the State. To examine and ascertain the natural resources of 
this territory, to investigate the legislative policy by which these 
resources have been developed, to understand the agricultural, 
mineral and manufacturing facilities of the State, these, together 
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with the general legislative policy of the people, as well as their 
political relations to other States, and their military engagements 
at home and abroad, their advancement in morals, seience and 
literature, become subjects for the investigation of the historian, 
in developing the causes which have produced the astonishing re- 
volution in the condition of our State, When it is remembered 
that the materials for such an investigation are scattered through 
hundreds of volumes of legislative journals and acts and as many 
executive journals and documents, and that these are tobe exa- 
mined, collected and arranged for historical purpose, some idea as 
to the magnitude of the undertaking may be formed. No one 
who has taken any interest in the past events of the State can 
have failed to feel the necessity for such a work as is contemplated 
by the Bill. The history of our State at present is an undigested 
mass of confusion. Our legislative journals have been made up 
as if the object was to make their contents a sealed book. The 
man who can take hold of this chaos and bring system, method 
and authentic records out of it, by his researches and his labors 
will prove a benefactor to his country. It is too much to expect 
any individual to execute such an undertaking without an assu- 
rance that his labors will be properly appreciated and rewarded. 
The Committee are satisfied that the Senate should give such a 
guaranty, and under this conviction they recommend the passage of 
the bill, with the amendment already indicated. The Committee 
are satisfied that the value of such a work as the bill contemplates 
is so apparent, that the people of the State will give to the measure 
their prompt and hearty approval. Inthe proper execution of the 
work the State is directly interested, and on that account it is 
peculiarly appropriate that she should have a voice in designating 
the person into whose hands is to be committed the important trust 
of preparing her history. Before the work is sent forth as the 
authentic record of her existence, she should have the right to see 
that full justice is done to her character; and when it goes forth 
it should carry with it the high sanction of her approval. A His- 
tory of the State thus executed and thus endorsed, will prove to be 
of incalculable value at the present interesting period of her exis- 
tence. The time has arrived when the further development of 
our agricultural, mineral and manufacturing resoufces must de- 
pend mainly upon our legislative policy. Hitherto our advance- 
ment in population and wealth has been the result in a material 
degree of the native fertility of our soil, and the inviting salubrity 
of our climate. То these we owe much more of our rapid pro- 
gress as a State, than to the character of our legislation. The 
proposed History will illustrate this important fact fully, and im- 
press upon our people the necessity of correcting such errors as 
have marked our past policy. It will also exhibit in the strongest 
light our inexhaustible natural resources, and demonstrate the ad- 
vantages to be derived from adopting a more liberal line of policy 
in their future development. The strong tide of immigration from 
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our State must have attracted the serious attention of our citizens, 
and must have induced the inquiry into the best means of counter. 
acting the result. A faithful history of the State will establish 
the fact that our resources are unbounded, and that their develop. 
ment will be the surest means of checking the spirit of immigra- 
tion, which is now carrying our citizens by thousands to the far 
west. 

But the Committee cannot believe it necessary to dwell upon 
the benefits to be derived from the contemplated history, and there- 
fore they conclude by an earnest recommendation of the bill to the 


favorable consideration of the Senate.

It will be seen by the Physician’s Report, that during the sum- 
mer of 1850, the Cholera prevailed inthe Prison. ‘Too much praise 
cannot be bestowed upon our energetic Keeper, for the manner in 
which he conducted the affairs of the prison during thattrying period. 
Indeed we have ever witnessed in the Keeper and Subordinate ot- 
ficers a disposition to manifest every kindness within their power, 
consistent with their duty to the Prisoners, and that the general 
bearing of the officers, has met our entire approval.

OF THE KEEPER OF THE PENITENTIARY. 


To the General Assembly of 
the State of Tennessee, ' 

Gentlemen—In pursuance of Law, I herewith transmit you а 
statement, showing the operations of the Prison for the past twe 
years, ending September 30th, 1851. 

The amount of Cash on hand, September 30th, 1849, was two 
thousand five hundred and sixty-seven dollars and sixty-eight cents. 
Amount since received for the sale of manufactured articles, and 
the collection of debts, thirty-two thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
six dollars and fifty cents. Received from the State Treasury fifteen 
thousand dollars, making the total cash receipts fifty thousand four 
hundred and thirty-four dollars, and eighteen cents. The cash ex- 
penditures for the same period have amounted to fifty thousand three 
hundred and forty-four dollars and seventy cents, leaving a balance 
of cash on hand, September 30th, 1851, of eighty nine dollars and 
forty-eight cents. 

The expenses for the past two years have been thirty-four thou- 
sand fivehundred and twenty-five dollars and eighty two cents, 
showing an increase of the expenses over thetwo preceding years, 
which is attributable to the advanced prices of provisions, and the 
fact of the average number of convictsbeing greater. Yet notwith- 
standing such increase, the profits of the prison have also increased, 
as will be seen from the accompanying statement. 

As regards the health of the prisoners, I respectfully refer you to 
the Physician’s Report, annexed. The number of Convicts now in 
conlinementis two hundred and fourteen. The prison contains 
only two hundred cells. ‘Thus it will be soen that there are four- 
teen convicts above that number. Consequently I have been com- 
pelled to some extent, to lodge two in one cell, which has proved 
very inconvenient, and as [think injurious to the convicts, also in 
violation of a Law regulating the discipline of the Prison. 

From an examination of the Prison Register, 1 find that the term 
of sentence of only fifty of the prisoners expire by the 1st of January 
1853, which number deducted from two hundred and fourteen, 
would leave one hundred and sixty four, and should the receptions 
be in the same proportion as that of the two last years, the numberin 
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the Prison, January the 1st, 1858, would be two hundred and 
seventy. Jtis with your Honorable Body tosay what disposition 
must be made with such an increase of numbers. Were І allowed 
a suggestion, without being deemed presumptuous, 1 would recom- 
mend that an additional Penitentiary be established at Memphis.— 
That city being lecated on the greatest thoroughfare of the 
world, as wellas at the most important trading point fora large 
and fertile portion ofour own State, aud contiguous to Arkansas, 
Mississippi, and all the cotton growing regions of the South, renders 
it the best place for vending articles usually manufactured ina 
Prison, within my knowledge, and further, Memphis, or Shelby 
County furnishes the present Institution with a larger number of 
convicts than any other County in the State, and at a heavy cost for 
transportation. | 

I deem it my duty to report to your Honorable Body that on the 
14thof February, 1850, James Shropshire and his wife were ге- 
ceived in the Penitentiary as Convicts from Hawkins County. The 
husband under sentence of seven years, and the wife one year, 
which latter sentence expired ou the 14th of February last. She 
was in a state of pregnancy when received, and very early thereaf- 
ter becoming deranged, gave birth to her child while in that condi- 
tion. It lived some few months and died. Ascertaining that the 
Governor was willing to pardon her, [ used every exertion to learn 
whether she had any relations who would receive her, but failed in 
my enquiries. T then endeavored to get her placed in the Lunatic 
Asylum, and although I proposed paying her board, was refused 
her admission. And thinking itimproper to turn her loose on the 
community, ina deranged condition, and her refusal to leave the 
Prison if discharged, has induced meto still retain her, although it 
is nota suitable place for a Lunatic. 

Before closing this communication, allow me to assure you that I 
will be pleased to receive the visitsof the Members of your Honora- 
ble Body whenever inclination may lead, or the nature of your duties 
permit you to visit the Prison, and it will afford me pleasure to im- 
part you any information required, that I may possess, arising from 
my situation as Keeper of this Prison, or from my long experience in 
Prison Keeping.

REPORT, 


OF THE PHYSICIAN OF THE PENITENTIARY 


To the Legislature of Tennessee, 
GENTLEMEN— | 

The two years which have just elapsed 
since my last biennial report, have been productive of some unusual 
events amongst the convicts ofthe Penitentiary. "There have been 
three deaths by suicide. This being so very rare an occurrence 
heretofore, 1 am entirely at a loss how to account for it. No pre- 
vious indications of mental aberation had appeared in the subjects 
previous to the commission of the acts. The Prisoners have at all 
times been treated with kindness by the humane keeper and his 
officers. The general health of the inmates hag beenas good as 
perhaps ought to be expected, considering all the circumstances. 
In June of last year, the Cholera broke out in the Prison, and Ihave 
the gratification to inform you, that of the two hundred persons in 
the Prison, there were but eight deaths from that disease. This 
result is perhaps unprecedented, and І can attribute it to no other 
cause than the long and persevering efforts of the keeper to prepare 
the Prison and its Inmates for the attack. | 

From the time of the disease making its appearance in Nashville, 
һе used every sanitory means known to him, without the least re- 
laxation. The men were so long and strictly dieted, that it pro- 
duced some cases of Scurvy. 

By great care in regulating the visits of persons from without the 
prison, during the prevalence of Cholerain Nashville, in the year of 
eighteen hundred and forty-nine, it was not communicated to the per- 
sons in the prison, although very bad in Nashville. I expect the keeper 
has brought to your notice the casé of a woman whose term of service 
expired in February last, but who being in a state of mental de- 
rangement, cannot be sent off. Ihave united my efforts with bis 
to have her transferred to the Lunatic Asylum, but without effect. 
lt may be necessary for your body totake some action on her case.

To John Melntosh, Esq., 
| Keeper of the Tennessee Penttentiary— 

Drar Str—As you are about 
tomake a reportof the Superintendence of the Prison, and all the 
concerns conneeted therewith, I wish to say to you, that I, as Chap- 
tain tothe Institution, have always endeavored to persuade the Con- 
victs of the necessity of obedience to all the Laws and Officers of 
the Prison, that in so doing, they would be much happier than 
otherwise. Whether they have been so persuaded, it is for you to 
judge. Ihaveoften enquired of the Guides if they conducted them- 
selves well, and generally. they say they have. Ihave persuaded 
them to read the word of God, that teaches the condition cf salva- 
tion. And I must here remark, lam truly pleased with the Testa- 
inent and Psalms which you have purchased for the Prisoners.— 
They can now read in their cells much better than formerly, as the 
print is so large, whereas the small print would do them very little 
good. Itis but just, that I should say, they have been uniformly 
clean, cheerful and comfortable in their appearance. Their apart- 
inents also seem to be kept neat and clean. And 1 would further 
say, the Prisoners have always seemed anxious to listen, and have 
given the best attention. Т hope you will not think that I am mere- 
lv flattering, when I say in my judgment, every thing appears to be 
“done with decency and in order.” Imusthereexpress my thanks 
to the Officers who have ever treated me kindly and courteously in 
all my intercourse withthem. J sincerely hope the prisoners may 
be benefitted by the truth as taught by our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ, through the Apostles, as [have persuaded them to receive 
по other teaching than that contained in the New Testament. Nine- 
teen have confessed they believe the Truth, and have been immer- 
sed. How they will conduct themselves, time only will prove.— 
But I hope they, with us, may prove faithful unto death, and then 
we shall all receive the promised reward.

MEMORIAL. 


The preservation of the Union of these States is an object of 
the highest importance, and demands the most profound consider- 
ation of every patriot and statesman. So far as any foreign or 
extraneous influences, caleulated or intended to affect its perma- 
nence or impair its integrity, are concerned, we have nothing to 
fear, so long as a unity of sentiment on the subject of our national 
honor and national rights is cherished, and harmony of feeling is 
maintained at home, we have nothing to fear from the enemies of 
our institutions, though they come in the imposing form of the 
combined powers of earth. 

. Harmony among the States composing ihis great confederacy 
18 not only essential to the advancement of all the great interests 
of the country, but is of indispensable importance to the very exis- 
tence of the Union. 1t is therefore meet and proper that each of 
the States composing this great sisterhood, should labor as far as 
may be in their power to avoid all just ground of eomplaint, and 
bygall honorable means endeavor to shun everything that is caleu- 
lated to produce an alienation of feeling, or in any way distnrb 
the kind and friendly relations that should exist between members 
of the same great family. Cherishing sentiments of this character, 
whenever grievances are believed to exist, it is the manifest duty 
of the party agrieved, in a spirit of kindness, confidence and frank- 
ness, to state the dause of complaint. And it is equally due to the 
party agrieved, that the complaints should be received in the same 
spirit of kindness, and after an impartial investigation they should 
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be found to exist, every consideration of justice, magnanimity and 
patriotism demand their redress. 

Profoundly anxious to maintain the kindest and most amicable 
relations with our sister State of Georgia, and feeling that those 
kindly relations would be best promoted by a irank presentation 
of the evils under which we labor, the General Assembly of the 
State of Tennessee would respectfully suggest to the Legislature of 
the State of Georgia the following considerations. 

It will be remembered by your honorable body, that an applica- 
tion was made by the General Assembly of your State to the Legis- 
lature of this State during the winter of 1837-8, for the privilege of 
extending her Western and Atlantic Railroad from the Georgia 
line to the margin of the Tennessee river, within the limits of Ten- 
nessee, and that certain rights, powers, privileges and immunities, 
were granted to the said Western and Atlantic Railroad, on the 
express condition that similar powers, rights, privileges and immu- 
nities should on application be conceded to the State of Tennessee 
or her ineorporated companies. In accordance with this agree- 
ment, during the winter of 1847, an application was made to the 
Legislature of Georgia for a grant of the rights and privileges as 
stipulated in the compact, to the Hiwassee (now the East Tennessee 
and Georgia) Railroad Company. This application was promptly 
met, and the pledges faithfully redeemed. 

The East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad Company, relying 
with implicit confidence on the good faith of the compact, have 
proceeded to construct their road through the territory of Georgia 
to the town of Dalton. In executing the-powers thus granted to 
them, the East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad Company have met 
with many difficulties, and been subjected to many annoyances and 
inconveniences, resulting in serious damages to the Company, all 
of which they think are in contravention of the clearly expressed 
stipulations of the compact, and in violation of its spirit and inten- 
tion. These annoyances have been many and various, resulting in 
delays and damages by the institution of law-suits, greatly to the 
detriment of the Company, in violation of the claims of justice, and 
in derogation of that spirit of concord, harmony and affection that 
should exist, not only between the states or sovereigns in equality, 
but between the citizens of those sovereignties. 

We would, therefore, respectfully suggest to your honorable 
body that you cause such inquiry to be made into those alleged 
wrongs, as justice, and a determination to maintain inviolate the 
plighted faith of the State may demand. And should they be found 
to exist, we doubt not your readiness to apply the corrective and 
make all proper amends. 

Having disposed of this question, you will pardon us for advert- 
ing to some other subjects of mutual interest and which seem to 
demand our consideration. Following the noble example which 
you have set us and your sister States of the South, in the adoption 
of an enlarged and liberal system of internal improvements, by 


it 
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which you have erected a monument for yourselves as enduring as 
time, we have partaken of the same spirit, and entered the field in 
the same race, and seek now in the infancy of our undertakings to 
establish such relations as may conduce to our common interest, 
and in the end redound to the honor, peace and prosperity of' all. 
You are doubtless aware that the citizens of this State, with such 
aid as the State has given them, have embarked in a system of 
internal improvements of no small proportions. You are aware 
that several hundred miles of road is now being constructed in Ten- 
nessee, amounting, when completed, to not less than seven hundred, 
costing many millions of dollars, and all directed to your State 
road, and every mile of which must be tributary to your great 
lines of improvements, pouring their rich treasures into your, lap, 
not only by largely increasing the dividends on your works, but 
by enlarging and multiplying your commerce to an extent as yet 
undefined, and which the imagination is scarcely bold enough to 
conjecture. | 

Seeing the vast community of interest springing up between us, 
and which if cherished and protected must go on multiplying and 
expanding to an almost unlimited extent, is it not most proper and 
important that we should now, in the incipiency of things, when 
but few causes of complaint exist, when no feelings of distrust 
have been engendered, to establish such an understanding and 
enter into such a comity, as will for ever save us from discord, and 
establish such ties of friendship and relationship, of social and 
commercial identity, as shall secure the harmony and interest of 
all, and establish the great principle of a reciprocity of kind feel- 
ings, good offices and mutual dependence, on a basis as firm and 
immutable as time itself. 

All the various roads now being constructed in this State, and in 
which you have a large interest. are the property of incorporated 
companies, the stock owned chiefly by individual stockholders, and 
consequently liable to all the restrictions imposed by their several 
acts of incorporation, and amenable to all responsibilities and lia- 
bilities of common carriers. These restrictions and liabilities are 
conceded to be essential to a just and reasonable protection of the 
rights of persons and property. If by negligence, inattention, incom- 
petency of officers or agents, or negligence of any kind, the rights or 
interests of any of your citizens are compromised, or sacrificed, the 
remedy is plain, and the redress easy and certain. Not so іп the case 
ofthe Western and Atlantic road. This is exclusively the property of 
your State. Its property and rights are vested in a sovereignty, and 
consequently exempt from the liabilities that attach to individuals 
or companies of incorporation. Should damages result to citizens 
of your State or ours, or any of our sister States, what remedy, 
what redress have we or they now, but such as a sense of justice 
of the Legislature may accord them, and which, if obtained, must 
be done with mucli delay and great expense? Difficulties enough 
їп many instances to amount to a denial of justice, in consequence 
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of the inconvenience or making the application to the only source 
of redress, the legislativo power of your State. 

May we not therefore ask that you will take such action as your 
sense of justice and fairness may suggest?—such as will place all 
the interests involved on a footing of equality—such as will se- 
cure а faithful administration of your road, quiet all apprehen- 
sions, and give confidence and efficiency to our great enterprizes. 

There is but one other point to which we would call your atten- 
tion, and claim your earnest consideration. And that is the 
obstruction that exists at the Savannah river. However much 
may be said by the advocates of free trade between the nations 
of the earth, оп one side, or the opponents of that system on the 
other; however plausible their theories may be on the one side or 
the other, they have nothing to do with the question under consid- 
eration. So far asa full, free and unrestrained enterchange of 
commodities between these States is concerned, there is no differ- 
onee of opinion. In this all eoneur. Statesmen of all parties 
agrec that useless unnecessary and voidable restrictions to the full, 
free and liberal intereourse, social and commercial, between all 
the States of the Union, is at war with the spirit of our institu- 
tions, and dangerous to its harmony and stability, and in its ten- 
neneies subversive of the great charter of our rights, and of that 
spirit of kindness and friendship, without which the Union is a 
mere mockery, and eannot survive the conflicts of party and the 
storms of passion and prejudice. Wherever obstructions neces- 
sary and unavoidable are to be met, all will bow submissively to 
the burthens they impose. But when there is no such necessity, 
every sense of justice and equality demand their abatement.— 
Devotion to the Union, equality of rights, the peace and happi- 
ness of society, the enlarged and liberal spirit of the age, the age 
of progression and improvement, all demand their abatement. Ís 
not this obstruction of this character, and does it not demand your 
favorable consideration? Is there any necessity for the continua- 
tion of this obstruetion? Does the interest of your State require 
it, and is i$ in accordance with the great principles we profess? 
If one State may егесі a barrier to the free intercourse between 
the States, then may another and another do the same thing, and 
when this spirit is turned loose on the country none can doubt the 
result —anavehy, discord and ruin must rule supreme. 

The burthens imposed, by this obstruction, on the productions 
of the west, and the transportation of persons are most oppres- 
sive, amounting, for the short distance of less than one mile, to a 
eost equal to about sixty or seventy miles of railroad transporta- 
tion. We will not trespass on your patience in this communica- 
tion by enumerating the various items of eost thus imposed, but 
refer vou to the schedule of freights and charges thus exacted.— 
All politieal economists in our country agree that а tariff of 
charges on. a transfer of property between the States is not to be 
tolerated. 
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We are unable to see the difference between your laying a 
direct tax of 25 cents per bale on our cotton, and 50 cents per 
eapita on each individual who enters your State and purposes to 
pass out of it, and the no less certain but more indirect process of 
compelling the same amounts to be paid in the shape of dray- 
age and tolls. The result is the same. The injustice the same. 
It may be said that an act of incorporation has been granted 
to the owners of this property. and that it would be an act of bad 
faith to trespass upon rights thus.vested. We do not ask or desire 
that the rights of States, corporations or individuals shall, in the 
slightest degree, be violated or disregarded. None would go 
further than we, in maintaining them, We do not ask that the 
rights of any shall be assailed ; we only ask that ours may be pro- 
tected, If the Legislature of your State has parted with her sov- 
ereignty and control over this subject, we do not invite her to an 
act of bad faith. But has she done this? We understand not.— 
Suppose, however, that the power to control bridges over the 
Savannah river for three or four miles up and down be granted to 
the corporation of Augusta, we would not have it violated, except 
by consent or payment of an equivalent. And we cannot doubt 
that considerations connected with the interest of citizens of 
Georgia as well as those of Tennessee and Kentucky, and in fact 
the great West, most likely soon to be placed in connection by 
railway improvements, will powerfully induce your Honorable 
body to pecuniary appropriations, or some other legitimate means 
which may effect the desired object. Granting this right, which 
is] alledged not to exist, none will doubt the power of your Hon- 
orable body to grant the Georgia Railroad Company, or any other 
company you may ehoose to incorporate, the power to construct а 
road and build a bridge above or below the territory thus assumed 
to have been consecrated tothe special use and benefit of the 
corporation of Augusta. 

Candor and friendship require that we should say, that this 
question is one of great importance to the interest of our citizens, 
and that it isa cause of much and growing complaint, boding no 
good to the commercial intercourse which we hope to see estab- 
lished between two States so intimately connected in every thing 
that is calculated to advance our interest, honor and prosperity. 

Having presented these subjects to your consideration, we can- 
not doubt that their importance will at once be obvious to you.— 
Nor do we permit ourselves to doubt but that you will receive 
this communication in the same spirit of candor, frankness and 
friendship, in which it is dictated, and that your wisdom will sug- 
gest oe remedies as justice may demand, and the great interests 
involved. 


RESOLUTIONS. 


Resolved, That this communication be and the same is hereby 
adopted by the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, and 
that James A. Whitesides be and he is hereby appointed a com. 
missioner on the part of this State to communicate the same to 
the General Assembly of the State of Georgia and use such ef 
forts to secure the accomplishment of the objects contemplated as

BIENNIAL REPORT 
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PHYSICIAN AND SUPERINTENDENT 
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BIENNIAL REPORT. 


To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee : 


In compliance with the duty incumbent upon him, the under- 
signed submits his second biennial report. 

We have endeavored to arrange our statistical tables in forms 
that will be easily understood, and have inserted them in the 
body of the report, accompanied by such remarks as are 
deemed necessary to the understanding of each. The tediousness 
of an examination of tabular statements destitute of all analysis 
on the part of the compiler, conduces much to their neglect ; 
hence that part of a report from which must be derived a correct 
estimate of the condition of an institution is often hastily exam- 
ined, because presented in an isolated form.

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It must be remarked that three of those patients mentioned in 
the foregoing statement as remaining much zmproved, would be 
more properly announced restored, as they are awaiting the action 
of their friends in their removal. 4 

It will be seen from this table, that during the two past years 
there have been in the Asylum 99 men and 52 women—total 151; 
discharged restored, 14 men and 11 women—total 25; removed 
much improved, 12 men and 2 women—total 14: that there have 
died, 18 men and 8 women—total 26; eloped, 7 men, 4 restored, 
leaving 3. After a deduetion of these from the original number, 
there are now remaining 48 men and 31 women, in all 79; 
whereas two years since, there were 47 men and 29 women, in 
all 76. From this it appears that the number of patients at pre- 
sent exceeds by three that remaining at the commencement of the 
last term; but sinee the Institution has been under its present 
direetion, hod it been possible to receive all for whom application 
has been made, this number would have been greatly aug- 
mented. | 

It is a fact worthy of notice, that in our Asylum the male pa- 
tients have invariably outnumbered the female; but this does not 
always prevail; for Dr. Kirkbride, of the Pennsylvania Hospital, 
informs us, that *the number of males in that institution has 
generally preponderated, but not universally ;” and with the view 
of accounting for this otherwise than by inference that would 
naturally be drawn, that man is more subject to insanity than 
woman, the same physician remarks, that “a case of insanity 
occurring in a female member of a family, is apt to be longer 
retained at home than a male; there being a greater unwilling- 
ness to allow publicity to be given to the fact of its existence, 
and more sacrifice being made to retain the patient at her own 
residence.” We often witness the evil effects of this; cases in 
which the disease has manifested itself at a very early age, are 
retained so long, that no reasonable hope can be' entertained of а 
recovery. 

Those who have been discharged in whom the disease is not 
hereditarv, (for when hereditary it is often periodical, but pro- 
duced by extraneous causes, we have good hope are permanently 
restored ; and those who have so far improved as to justify their 
friends in receiving them into the family circle, had reached a state 
scarcely distinguishable from sanity itself. But under no circum- 
stances do we advise the removal of a patient until some time has 
elapsed after his apparent restoration, ostensible only, because the 
most skillful may be deceived in the formation of an opinion as to 
the healthful condition of the mind; and above all, the sudden in- 
troduction of one who has just recovered from insanity to a state 
of freedom without restraint and control, would be attended with 
much danger and almost without exception prejudicial ; for a re- 
lapse, (and often a more violent form of disease, may be antici- 
pated in those who are removed as soon as the before-mentioned 
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stage has been reached, in which the nice point presents itself as 
to the soundness or unsoundness of the mental faculties. 

All possible precaution is observed that no patient should elope; 
yet when it is made known that in the male department we have 
only two attendants, and in the female, one, and that from the 
height of some portions of the wall an escape can very easily be 
made, it will not appear strange that occasionally some one pos- 
sessed of more cunning than the rest, should evade the watchful- 
ness of the officers and succeed in the attempt. An important fact 
in this connection should not be omitted. Nearly all the patients 
who have eloped have been here only a few days or weeks, and 
have been deceived by friends. It is to be regretted that their 
false representations enfeeble that friendly intercourse which 
should ever exist between the patient and officers. Such amity 
may never be established, if previously to the confinement of the 
former, he has been imposed upon by those with whom he had 
associated. The undersigned draws your attention to that portion 
of his last Report having reference to this subject, (pp. 9, 10,) to 
wit: there is another evil, too common, growing out of the decep- 
tion which is practised in decoying patients to the Institution who 
are not apprized of their true condition until arrived within its 
walls: in no case should stratagem be used. This deception, re- 
sorted to by those in whom they have heretofore confided, leads 
them to regard with suspicion the officers and all who are con- 
nected with their place of confinement. Not only is our influence 
impaired, but to this cause may be assigned much of the trouble 
we often experience from the attempts of patients to elope. The 
patient imagining himself the victim of treachery, the dupe of 
others, and consequently an injured and outraged being, thinks 
it а duty which he owes to himself to effect his escape, and feels 
justified in having access to the same artifice to accomplish it as 
that employed in conducting him to the Asylum. From the first 
he should be told the nature and design of the Institution; why he 
isto reside there for а time; that for his own good and not for 
punishment is he thus located. 1f thus treated he will be more 
cheerful, more confiding, and willing to submit to any course 
which he is told will result in his own welfare.

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those vacancies have been removed from one or other of the 
causes enumerated in the first table. 

It will be remarked that there have been received since the 
Asylum was opened, 337 patients ; that of the 151 herein recorded, 
who have been under our charge the two past years, the ages of 
125 only are known when insanity commenced. There are a few 
in whom the disease commenced during childhood; some were 
very young persons who had not passed the age of 20, then comes 
that period of life at which the disease is said most ofter to origi- 
nate, and during which we have a large proportion, while only 
one had passed that age at which insanity is of very rare occur- 
rence, (sixty-five.) 

A classification of these according to the ages at which insanity 
first appeared, will furnish a more intelligible view of this subject.

This recapitulation shows that there have been none under the 
age of ten; the number increases until twenty, after twenty it is 
much augmented until forty, during which time 88 had become 
afflicted. The number then diminishes until sixty, and passing 
over the intermediate ages as there are none between sixty and 
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seventy-five, we find one male who had reached the age of seven- 
ty-eight. |

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In a large majority of cases no determination can be arrived at 
in tracing the causes of Insanity. We are obliged to rely entirely 
upon those who bring patients to the Institution who are often not 
informed at all, when it is а State patient. When the usual 
sources of information furnish nothing, personal observation and 
intercourse with the inmates themselves are the only means left; 
and even then, we are constrained to class many under the head 
of unknown causes, because the disease presents no marked char- 
acteristic by which its peculiar form may be recognized, or the pa- 
tients themselves are incapacitated to enlighten us. Sdme violent 
emotion may be said to have produced the disease in many cases, 
to which we feel justified by the facts in our possession in assigning 
& place among the known causes. Religious and political excite- 
ment, and Intemperance, are found among the accidental causes 
to have had a powerful influence. | 

Ш health and the loss of sleep are conclusively shown from the. 
statements of other Institutions to be two of the most prominent 
causes; for whatever may be the first exciting cause, could the 
one be restored, and the necessary repose taken, in all probability 
the disease could be so far subdued аз to promise a speedy restora- 
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tion. Keeping the mind constantly on the rack, advances the dis. 
ease to that type when it assumes such a dreadful and alarming 
character; a state of inquietude, also, exhausts the physical ener- 
gies, upon,the healthful action of which so vitally depend the 
operation of the mind.

ТЕ will be observed that during the past term, the mortality has 
increased; as we had the misfortune to be visited by the cholera 
and small pox, which raged with much violence. 1f those num- 
bered in the table as dead from other causes, be considered apart 
from those deceased during the epidemies, it will be found that 
the mortality has not increased. 
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The Superintendent attributes the suppression of the epidemics 
to the fact of his having removed the male patients to a neighbor- 
ing vacated factory. Най they not been removed from the infec- 
tion of the impure atmosphere, which prevailed more in the male 
department, and became most offensive to all residing at the 
Asylum, he doubts not, that many who escaped would have fallen 
vietims. After their removal we lost none. 

The number of stationary attendants has been, at no time, suffi- 
cient; and the desideratum was more keenly felt at this particular 
juncture. Наа it not been for the assistance of some of the 
patients, and the indefatigableness of the officers of the depart- 
ments, it would have been impossible to administer to the wants 
of the sick; for it is obvious, that lunatics require more attention 
during sickness than the sane; hence the importance of a staff of 
officers proportioned to the number of the afflicted. 

During the visitation the undersigned utterly failed to procure 
that additional assistance of which he stood so much in néed.

From the experience of other Institutions, as well as from our 
own, it appears, that they who are engaged in what is considered 
the most healthful occupation, (farming,) are most liable to insan- 
ity. The question arises how far this evidence is to be credited. 
1, for example, the same causes are brought to bear upon two 
persons of different avocations, their susceptibility might depend 
upon constitutional peculiarity and temperament, or the invigora- 
ting influences of the oecupation of the one, might tend to resist 
the invasion of mental disease ; and, as expressed by the Physician 
of the Pennsylvania Hospital, agriculture is “notoriously the most 
healthful.” In further discussion upon this point, he remarks, that 
if the number of farmers be compared “with the relative numbers 
engaged in each oceupation in the whole community, it will be 
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found that the common opinion respecting agricultural pursuits is 
well founded, and that no calling is better calculated for those 
who have a predisposition to mental disease." 

It is evident that agriculture does embrace more persons than 
any other occupation; it may be that they are more exempt from 
insanity, but it must not be supposed that they are entirely free 
from the evil effects of causes which operate upon other classes. 
Of this, however, we are persuaded, that of all means employed 
inthe treatment of the insane, labor is the most beneficial; no 
matter what the former pursuit may have been, the happiest re- 
sults are experienced from exercise in the open air. This shows 
the unreasonableness of the position tending to establish that the 
very course from which is desired the greatest good, should pre- 
viously to the commencement of the disease have been a superin- 
ducing cause. 

In our opinion, labor should be adapted, not only to the physical 
condition of the patient, but also with the view, if practicable, to 
his former habits of life. The Physician of the Royal Edinburgh 
Asylum mentions a case having direct reference to this subject, 
which forcibly illustrates the importance of active employment, 
especially, of that kind, to which the patient has been accustomed, 
He remarks: “ The person referred to was a land surveyor, and 
had been actively employed in the construction of one of the rail- 
ways at the time of his seizure, upwards of four years ago. Не 
continued in the Asylum for more than three years, without any 
improvement, laboring under a variety of delusions and great de- 
pression of spirits. He was, ultimately, induced to commence a 
survey and plans of the grounds and Asylum buildings, which he 
executed with great accuracy. From this moment, his recovery 
commenced, and proceeded steadily, while he continued, during 
his convalescence, to make a variety of plans and drawings. for 
my use, and to assist the gardener and others in book-keeping 
and clerking.” 

І doubt not, that many cases might be adduced in which a 
recovery is to be ascribed, in a measure, to the employment of 
similar means. 

Discipline, tempered with proper kindness, and diet, are also 
indispensable auxiliaries in treatment; but, if the general health 
be impaired, it is to be restored before the patient is made strictly 
to conform to the requisitions of that system adopted in the man- 
agement of our Asylum; and this is, by no means unfrequent, for 
physieal derangements nearly always exist where the patient has 
been subjected, for a length of time, to the ravages of a disease, 
which so soon makes fearful inroads upon the hardiest constitu- 
tions. 

Another and most valuable agent in promoting recovery, is cold 
water. The patient is confined to a chair, and from the height of 
some five or ten feet, the water is poured in a small stream upon 
the head and body; without it, the violent maniacs could: not be 
controlled. It has, invariably, the effect of tranquilizing them 
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when no other application is of avail, however noisy and intracta. ` 
ble they may be, and since some soothing means are positively 
requisite, this we have proved the most efficient, 

The undersigned would again recommend the introduction of 
amusements, the absence of which is so sensibly felt, and without 
which, we ате deprived of resources pronounced invaluable by 
other Superintendents. When the habits of the patient unfit him . 
for agricultural occupations, during the winter, or at times when 
out-door labor cannot be resorted to by those who find diversion in 
this way, from the want of excitement, they sometimes become 
gloomy and restive, sometimes irascible, and are always more dis- 
contented, And those, in whose instances, we must have recourse 
to the most rigid means to arouse them from a daily increasing 
disposition to mental abstraction, are more readily weaned from 
that inward concentration of ideas by the introduction of new 
thoughis and associations through an artificial medium. This is 
apparent io all who have had the control of the Insane ; there isa 
large class who, only upon the exhibition of some game or sport, 
are awakened from their stupor, and are alive to an interest in 
_ what is passing around ; and there is no one thing more emphatical- 

ly dwelt upon by others in their treatment than this, that the mere 
provision of the comforts of life and the administration of drugs, 
cannot of themselves, be expected to produce the happy conse- 
quences to which we look forward with so much solicitude. 

In every Asylum books are- desirable for the special use of the 
inmates; their number and character to be regulated by the num- 
ber and class of the patients, who should not be restricted in their 
use when in a condition to be benefited by them. | 

News papers, also, serve a very useful purpose. The condensed 
form in which their topics are presented, is well adapted to the 
condition of an insane mind, and cach one finds something enter- 
taining in their variety. Our acknowledgments are made, as 
heretofore, to the Proprietors of the Abingdon Virginian, Christian 
Advocate, Presbyterian Record, Nashville Union, and Republican 
Banner, for their kindness in furnishing the Institution with their 
respective papers. 

With the gentlemen composing the Board of Trustees, our inter- 
course has been harmonious and agreeable. They have exercised 
a rigid serutiny in their investigation of accounts, and have ever . 
had a watchful eye in keeping the expenditures within the limits 
of the appropriation. | 

The strictest economy, consistent with the welfare of the pa- 
tients, has been observed by the Steward, Mr.Daniel; the increased 
price of marketing considered, the expenses will faverably com- 
pare with those of the preceding term. He continues, in all 
respects, worthy of the important trust confided to him. The 
duties of all connected with the Asylum have been unusually ar- 


duous, and have been discharged with an assiduity and zeal calling 
for the highest commendation. 
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Seventy-five acres were cultivated by the pafients during the 
two past years; upon which were raised, ten thousand bundles of 
oats, two thousand five hundred bundles of fodder, three hundred 
and fifty barrels of corn, and six thousand heads of cabbage. 

Before closing his report, the undersigned would bear testimony 
to that skill whieh has been bestowed upon the architeetural ar- 
rangements of the New Asylum now in progress of completion.— 
It must be а gratifying reflection, that the publie mind is being 
aroused more and more to a consideration of the well being of 
the insane; and the rapid growth of improvements tending to 
their amelioration, opens to our view, a time not far distant, when 
each State will have provided a place of refuge for those of its 
citizens who are to be numbered among that unfortunate class. 

It is no less a cause for congratulation, that, since the establish- 
ment of institutions of this kind, the Medical profession of our 
country has engaged with such signal success in the developement 
of the subject of Insanity itself, presenting so many different 
phases, and requiring a great diversity of treatment suited, as far 
as possible, to constitutional peculiarities. Demanding at the hands 
of those who labor for its extermination, a devoted investigation 
into its nature and causes, and reduced, as we are, to an inductive 
method of reasoning, it is not strange that we should so often be 
lost in the labyrinth of speculation in endeavoring to probe that 
profundity in which lie hidden the secrets of its existence, 

Hoping that the efforts made in behalf of the Insane may have 
the blessing of Divine Providence, this report is respectfully sub- 
mitted.

The commissioners need not urge on so intelligent a body the 
importauce of a vigorous and energetic prosecution of the work. 
To enable them to accomplish which, and to discharge the liability 
already incurred, they wouid respectfully suggest that an act be 

assed од an early day of the session, appropriating а sum not less 
than $200,000 for these objects. 

In regard to the progress which has been made within the last 
two years, the commissioners cannot do better than refer to the 
building itself. 

The corner stone was laid with appropriate ceremonies on the 
fourth of July, 1845, and although it may seem to have progressed 
slowly, yet, when the magnitude of the building, the massiveness 
ef its materials—the necessity for their thorough settlement and 
consolidation are considered, it is doubted whether a more rapid 
progress would not have diminished to some extent its solidity. 

The Commissioners are unwilling to close this communication, 
without bearing testimony to the ability, zeal, and good taste, of 
thei: accomplished Architect, William Strickland, Esq., whose re- 
port is herewith submitted. | 

When completed, the building will be an enduring monument 
worthy of his well earned reputation, and of the enlightened liber- 
ality of the great State of Tennessee.

REPORT 
OF THE 


ARCHITECT OF THE STATE CAPITOL. 


To John М. Bass, Ев4., President of the Board of Commissioners for 
Building the State Capitol. 

Бін:--І have the honor to report to you the progress which has 
been made in the building of the State Capitol during the last two 
years, and, although you are conversant with all the movements 
and details of the labor and workmanship of which the building їз 
composed, it is proper for тето call your attention to the principal 
portions of the items, already embodied in the structure, and those 
which have been prepared toward its final completion. 

Since my last report to ше Commissioners, dated October 12th, 
1849, upon the progress then made on the State Capitol, the princi- 
pal story has been carried up nearly to its destined height, the cor- 
nice is prepared and ready to be placed upon the walls, as soon as 
the iron rafters are put together, which will be iu the course of 
three weeks from this time. 

The iron for the rafters of the roof, consists of flat anc round bars 
furnished from the Cumberland Iron Works, and prepared with ali 
ihe necessary drillings, screw bolts, &c., now delivered on the hil} 
and ready to be put together; this work has been skillfully done at 
the Penitentiary. ` 

The amount of the Tron bill is about 210 tons, cost $15,790. 

‚ All the Copper necessary for the covering of the roof has been 
delivered on the site, and ready to be grooved and put together; 
this copper has been procured from Pittsburgh, amounting to 
54,520 lbs. at 22 cts, which is at a cheaper rate than has been 
charged heretofore in the west; the whole amount being 274 tons; 
cost $19,967. 

All the column blocks for the Porticos are quarried and ready to 
be worked in the course of this winter, when a sufficient force will 
be putupon each pillarto complete them in the course of next 
season. 

- The four Porticos of the building will be composed of 28 col- 
umns, 4 feet 6 inchesin diameter, and 36 feet in height, and so soom 
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as the stone cutters can be spared from the working of ashler, or 
plain work, which will be in a short time, the whole force of labor- 
ers and mechanics willbe put upon the shafts and capitals of the 
exterior Porticos. 

The whole of the exterior cornice, which is the boldest and most 
prominent feature in the structure is already wrought, and ready to 
be placed as a Суша and Corona to the top of the walls, or square 
of the roof; this member of the building eannot be set in its piace, 
until the iron rafters have been put in their places. 

The design which isintended to form the sereen and speakers 
chair out of East Tennessee marble, now in your possession, should 
be forwarded to the quarries as soon as practicable, so that no time 
ought to be lost in its execution; if the variegated stone can be had 
in the rough and sent down here, we can work it here, perhaps 
inuch better than at these quarries. 

The number of laborers and mechanics, has not been increased 
since my last report two years ago; the whole amount of force 
being about 940 men, including the Penitentiary convicts. , 

The Stone wrought aad set in the building is estimated at about 
280,000 superficial feet, together with a large amount of rough 
stone already quarried out and ready for the chisel. 

Tt affords me much satisfaction to state, that with a moderate in- 
crease of force, the building may be put in a condition to receive 
the Legislative body of 1853, a liberal appropriation will secure 
this desirable object, beyond all doubt; the rapid progress which 
has been made within this last year, both in cutting and: setting 
stone, isa sufficient guarantee, that “ou hands are in,” and the work 
will be assuredly accomplished at that time, so far as regards the 
occupaney of the building. 

The Superintendent of Stone Cutters and Quarriers, Mr. James 
Бити, deserves great commendation for bis industry and skill in 
the management of the Stone Cutting department, as well as the 
vigilant co-operation of the Superintendent of the Penitentiary, 
Mr. Меіхтозн.

The Institution was incorporated by the Act of 1845-6, ch. 157, 
sec. 5, and its management committed to а Board of 'Trustees, 
composed of John T. Edgar, John T. Wheat, R. B. C. Howell, and 
А. L. P. Green, and their suecessors; and to this Board, the power 
was given of filling vacancies, subject to the confirmation or 
rejection of the General Assembly. By the Act of 1849, ch. 127, 
sec. 16, John S. Young, R. J. Meigs, Robert Martin and A. W. 
Putnam were added to the board of trustees. Of these trustees, 
J. Т. Wheat, R. B. C. Howell and John S. Young have resigned, 
and the vacancies have been filled by the election of Samuel 
Baker, C. W. Nance and James W. McCombs, whose confirmation 
or rejection is submitted to your Honorable body. 

By the 18 section of the last mentioned Act, the board of 
trustees were authorized to appoint a Building Committee, to 
which committee, the Act gave the power to draw and expend 
any part of the appropriation, then made for the support of the 
School, not exceeding four thousand dollars, to be used by them in 
connection with such sums as might be contributed by private 
subseriptions, for the purpose of erecting suitable buildings upon 
& lotto be procured and conveyed to the State of Tennessee, in 
fee with general warranty forever, in or near the city of Nashville, 


я 
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for the use of the Institution. This committee has been oppointed, 
and consists at present of А. W. Putnam, C. W, Nance and 
Robert Martin. 

After many efforts, attended with much delay, and finding it 
impossible, except at an excessive price, to obtain a suitable site 
for the School in Nashville or its immediate vicinity, it has been 
resolved, at last, to erect the buildings about two miles from the 
Court House in this city, on the Stone's River Turnpike road, on a 
lot of four acres given to the Institution by C. W. Nance, Esq., 
with a generous and singular munificence. 

The committee have caused a plan and elevation of the build- 
ing to be drawn by the architect of the Lunatie Ásylum, which 
may be seen in the Secretary's office; and are preparing to make 
contracts for their erection ; and it is hoped they may be ready for 
occupation by the middle of next summer. But it will at once 
occur to every member of the Legislature, that four thousand 
dollars will, by no means, be sufficient to erect an Institution for 
the Blind, capable of accommodating all of that unfortunate class 
for whom it is our duty to provide, during the period of their 
education in literature, and instruction in trades. The blind can- 
not participate in the benefits of the common school fund, while 
their right to it is unquestionable by the very terms of the consti- 
tution itself; and it follows from that consideration, to say nothing 
of motives of humanity and policy, that the State is bound to 
sustain an institution so organized and conducted as to be a sub- 
stitute for the schools, from which they are excluded by the 
nature of their privation. 

The trustees, to whom the management of the institution has 
been committed, feel, it is hoped, a sufficiently lively sense of their 
obligation to be diligent in executing the liberal views of the 
General Assembly; but, as they have all grown up, and been 
educated in the West, where few such institutions exist, and have 
never had opportunity to examine, much less to become familiar 
with, those im the older portions of the confederacy, they must 
candidly confess, that their action has been tardy and indecisive ; 
and would throw themselves upon the indulgence of your Honor- 
able body, and respectfully beg, that their exertions to start aright 
may be aided by the valuable suggestions and counsel of such 
committee of your members, standing or select, as may have the 
subject in charge. 

Considering that the school is to be a standing charity of the 
people of Tennessee, in which all the community is alike interest- 
ed, the trustees have keenly felt the weight of the obligation 
voluntarily assumed by them ; and they cannot regret that they 
have deferred till this time—to the meeting of this present General 
Assembly—those dispositions, in relation to the location and plan 
of 16 buildings, which, when once acted on, are final and irrevo- 
cable. 

There are two modes.of conducting institutions of this sort. 
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One is, to board the pupils in the same vicinity so that they can 
be daily assembled at their place of instruction. By the other, 
the pupils are formed into a family in the same dwelling. If the 
first be alopted, no buildings are required but school rooms and 
shops, and no employees but instructors in the branches intended 
tobe taught. If the second plan is chosen, a dwelling must be 
provided of sufficient capacity to accommodate any number of 
pupils, likely to be in attendance at any time, with separate apart- 
ments for males and females, and for their instructors and attend- 
ants; and, besides instructors, there must be a steward and 
matron, and servants, and all the concomitants of a family. 

We have found some diversity of opinion among the experienced, 
as to which of these plans is preferable; but the latter is the one 
usually acted upon, and it is the one preferred by your predeces- 
sors, and which the trustees are engaged in carrying into execu- 
tion. It, of course, determines the general nature of the buildings 
to be erected ; but what their capacity shall be, and what shall be 
the utmost limit of their cost, must depend upon the will of the 
Legislature ; and we are glad that we have an opportunity of sub- 
mitting the whole matter to the source of our authority. 

It has been a cause of mortification to us, who have but little 
knowledge of the subject, except what has been gained by our 
own brief experience, that, with so considerable an expenditure of 
money, so small a number has been instructed. But, upon com- 
paring our results with those of other institutions similarly circum- 
stanced, we find them rather above, than below the common 
average. And, perhaps, it will occur to most persons of expe- 
rience, that no family of equal numbers, of which no member is 
a producer, and each of whom isto be not only clothed, fed and 
sheltered, but also furnished with the apparatus of education, and 
that too of an expensive kind, could be maintained at a cheaper 
rate than is indicated by our accounts. Whether we shall be 
deemed to have husbanded our means or not, we can say at least, 
that the effort has cost us no small degree of anxiety. 

But it is a question of far greater moment than the mere dollars 
spent or saved—whether the blind under our care have been raised 
above the condition of absolute dependence, and made capable of 
self-support, to say nothing of contributing to the common weal 7 
If they have, that fact is of itself the strongest possible argument 
for placing the school upon a liberal footing, for extending its 
usefulness, and for providing some effectual measure for filling it 
with such of the blind as ean be raised to the same elevation. 
'That this argument exists in full force, you may easily know by 
visiting the sehool, imperfectly organized as it is, and witnessing 
with your own eyes, results which cannot otherwise be made so 
palpable. And we trust, that, during the session opportunities 
will be taken by every member of your Honorable body, of visit- 
ing the school. It is by taking a part ourselves in works of 
beneficence, that the sleeping spirit of charity is roused into 
activity, 
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It is made our duty, by the Act of the last Legislature, to receive 
two pupils free of charge, from each senatorial district in the 
State, to be selected by the senators and representatives within 
such districts. We regret to say, that, while it is manifest, that 
twenty-five pupils could be maintained and instructed in the 
school at an expense but little greater than twelve, we have had 
no communication from any senator or representative, calling npon 
us to perform the duty prescribed by the act of assembly. e 
are aware, of course, that the parents of the Blind cannot be 
compelled to entrust their children to our care ; but the co-opera- 
tion of those, who are honored with the confidence of the people, 
would greatly encourage us ; and we must say, moreover, that we 
think their influence, zealously exerted, would, in most instances, 
overcome the reluctance or fears of parents, and enable us to make 
this charity as useful in effect, as it is noble and benevolent in 
design. р 

That every member of your Honorable body may be stimulated 
to exert his influence, on returning to his constituents, to fill the 
school with the Blind, we again entreat them to visit it, so as to be 
convinced, as we cannot doubt they will be, by personal inspection, 
of its utility, and of its strong claims to their sympathy and confi- 


dence. i

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees of the Tennessee Institution for the Blind: 


GENTLEMEN:-— The time has arrived for the usual Biennial . 
Report, concerning the Institution under your charge. 

My acquaintance with its affairs, previous to February last, 
was limited; I only know that in Tennessee, a school for educating 
the Blind, existed; therefore that portion of the report, which 
refers to the earlier part of the past two years, may possibly be 
less minute than usual ; it is hoped, however, that nothing essential 
will be omitted. 

Judging from what information I have been able to obtain, the 
prosperity of the Institution has received some severe checks, yet. 
as a whole, the progress has been equal, if not superior to that of 
any preceding two years. 

The Work Department has accomplished more within the last 
six months, than it did during the whole of its previous existence. 
Still a beginning only has been made. 

In order to form a correct opinion concerning the progress of the 
school, it may be well to consider what obstacles have opposed its 
advancement, and how far they have been. overcome. 

The first Session, viz, ‘that which began in the)fall of 1849, 
commenced under many disadvantages. The cholera had taken 
away the ornaments of the school; the classes were broken up, 
and the school wholly disorganized; for not only the Superinten- 
dent, but the Steward and Matron, had fallen victims to that 
terrible scourge. oo. 

Parents who were before reluctant to part with their beloved 
blind children, and commit them to the care of others, were still 
more unwilling when they heard how wofully death and suffering 
had visited this city. The prospect of an increase in the number 
of pupils, was then uncertain, and this uncertainty must continue, 
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until another summer had passed, and the previous reputation of 
Nashville, for salubrity, should be re-established. 

. Another summer came, and with it, the epidemic of the preced- 
ing year. Death seized alike the merchant at his counter, the 
student at his books, and the professor in his chair. Fortunately, 
through your provident eare, not a single individual connected 
with the Institution was attacked ; yet the escape of the school at 
this time, was not widely known, and it was the deaths that 
received publicity. 

Lhe ravages of the cholera here, were talked of at almost every 
fireside in the State; but the summer before, the misfortune of the 
school was a part of the great whole, and thus became known. 
It is not, then, surprising that the mother still feared to send her 
blind child to a place where sickness and death had been so lately 
rife. А 

If reason under ordinary cireumstances, could overcome blind 
parental affection, it would not advise the placing of a child at 
sehool in an unhealthy locality. 

The fear of a recurrence of the same calamity, now allayed by 
the healthiness of the past season, was not the only hindrance to 
our progress, Resignations of officials arising from that, as well 
as other causes, and the death of the persons previously mentioned 
preeluded uniform improvement. 

While some were prevented from becoming pupils, others who 
had been sometime at the school, absented themselves. Since the 
publication of the last report, twenty-one blind persons have been 
connected with the Institution. Five pupils have left, and four 
been admitted, thus, the present number, is but one less than that 
of 1849 ; it would have been greatly increased, had you not striven 
with more than common difficulties. 

We now know of nine or ten blind persons, whose parents or 
friends have signified their intention to send them here to be edu- 
eated. Besides these, we have the names of twenty or thirty 
more, who are of suitable ages to be taught—but the probability 
is, that the majority of them, have never heard of such a thing as 
an Institution for the Education of the Blind.* Our information 
has been recently obtained, and, as yet, we have had no oppor- 
tunity to remove the impediments that ignorance, poverty, and 
domestic attachment have thrown in the way. But the future 
prospect is most flattering, in the important particular of numbers, 

flattering, because so many (provided the State continues her 
liberality, which we will not doubt,) will be enabled to receive 


*The list of names, herewith transmitted, was mostly taken from the Census of 
1850, for about one-third of the State, and was obtained through the kindness of 
Mr. J. S. Billings of the Census Department at Washington, who has volunteered. 
to send us the returns for the remainder of the State at the earliest convenient 
opportunity, 
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that mental light, so muca better than the physical sight of which 
they are deprived. 

Nothing, it is true, can fully compensate for its loss, yet in this, 
as in many other cases, mind can triumph over bodily defects, and 
thrusting aside the arguments of materialists, show itself superior 
to matter, thereby revealing the supremacy to which Man has 
peen elevated by his Creator. 

Whatever excellencies the Blind may attain, the acquisition of 
knowledge is more laborious to them, than to the Seeing. Indeed, 
it is doubtful, whether their facilities for learning will ever equal 
those of their more fortunate fellow-men. ‘They who would suc- 
ceed must “Learn to labor and to wait.”. 

Much has been done, already, to ameliorate their condition. In 
doing this, aur country can claim as great, perhaps, a greater share 
than any other. This Institution, though in its tottering infancy, 
has contributed its mite to the good work. Two of the five pupils 
who have left us, since the publication of the last report, are 
pursuing classical studies ; one has, probably, ere this received her 
sight; two are engaged in teaching music. By their departure, 
the school is deprived of some gems, which the cholera spared, 
yet it is well that they have made room for others, and are, in 
some degree prepared to fight the battles of life. May they meet 
with success in all praiseworthy undertakings. 

My recent connection with the school, will prevent me from 
giving a detailed account of its previous progress. The fact that 
those who have left us, since the last session of the Legislature, 
are better situated than the generality of those who graduate in 
similar Institutions, leads.to a favorable inference. When a class 
passes from one teacher to another, he who receives it, is too apt 
to underrate the abilities of his predecessor, or the capacity of the 
scholar; for the amount known by any student, is little compared 
with what is unknown ; on this account, an opinion should not be 
too hastily given, especially where the scholar possesses an ordi- 
nary degree of intelligence, | 

It is but just to the pupils that remain, and their former teacher, 
to state some of the interruptions they have experienced. The 
regular Session commences in September, and closes in June. In 
September of 1849, you elected Mr. E. W. Whelan, temporarily 
to fill the vacancy occasioned by the death of the much esteemed 
and lamented Mr. Berry. Soon after, you engaged a lady to take 
the situation of Matron, she was an excellent person, but not fully 
qualified for the» place, and remained but a few weeks. The 
duties of Superintendent, Steward and Teacher of both the Lite- 
rary and Work Departments now devolved on Mr. Whelan. 

In December, an arrangement was made with his wife, by 
which he received considerable assistance. Та January, the Music 
Teacher, Mr. E. King, resigned his place to seek more lucrative 
employment. At your next monthly meeting one of the pupils 
was appointed instracter in the literary department, another had 
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attained such proficiency ín musie, that it was thought proper to 
‚ engage him as teacher of that art. The May following, the 
Steward, Matron and boys’ teacher, with whom a previous agree- 
ment had been made, arrived, and entered on the discharge of 
their duties. `. 

The Institution was now fully organized; affairs wore a more 
pleasing aspect, but in June your hopes were disappointed by the 
reappearance of the cholera. The school was broken up and the 
scholars removed to a Camp-ground, in the vicinity, where, by the 
blessing of Providence, not an individual was attacked. 

July first, the Principal, Mr. Whelan, tendered his resignation. 
The regular vacation had then commenced; at its close, his resig- 
nation was accepted, and the music teacher consented to fill the 
vacancy until another person could be obtained. 

The task of finding one was difficult—thére were few aecus- 
tomed to teaching the Blind, and those few commanded. higher 
salaries than you were able to give ; they were also attached to 
Institutions, over whose infaney and growth they had watched 
with parental anxiety. Such teachers were hundreds or thousands 
of miles distant, and unknown to you personally. In other States 
similar establishments were springing up—they were also in want 
of competent instructors. In December last, after frequent meet- 
ings, various enquiries and negotiations with others, you honored 
me with a proposal which was accepted. 

In February I assumed the cares and responsibilities of the 
proffered situation. Since that time, nothing has happened to 
disturb materially our system of instruction, except the vacation, 
and my recent illness, which has occasioned some delay in writing 
the report. 

The regular order of exercises for the day, when strictly ad- 
hered to, is as follows: We rise at half-past five. Prayers at six; 
from quarter past six to seven, reading Natural Phylosophy and 
Musie; from seven to eight, breakfast and recreation ; from eight 
till a quarter before nine. singing; till nine, recess ; from nine till 
a quarter before ten, Arithmetic and Practising on Musical In- 
struments; recess till ten; from ten to one, the same plan is fol- 
lowed, viz, three-quarters of an hour for school and fifteen minutes 
recess From one till two, dinner and recreation; from two till 
six P. M., work : six to seven, supper and recess; seven to eight, 
practising on Musical Instruments; from eight till a quarter of 
nine, all listen to reading from some book in common print. At 
nine. every pupil is expected to be in bed. 

A recitation is sometimes necessarily omitted, and the exercises 
varied by the introduction of some collateral subject. The last 
hour, viz., that spent in hearing reading, is with many the most 
interesting one of the day. It is no longer the weary task of feel- 
ing letter after letter, in a scanty variety of books, but the light- 
ning quickness of the eye, giving the listener a chosen item from 
the world’s storehouse of knowledge. Ав food. seen in large quan- 
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tities cloys the appetite of those who thought themselves hungry, 
so people are often satisfied with beholding a superabundance of 
‚books ; but the blind are tantalized by knowing that such things 
exist, yet are beyond their reach. Hence, in part, arises their 
strong desire to hear reading. Something is doubtless due to the 
fact that it is generally well selected. 

In the outset, they are just like other children ; words not under- 
stood are tiresome, and the alphabet is as irksome to the one as 
to the other, When, however, the rudiments are conquered, the 
difference becomes apparent. We endeavor to make listening to 
reading a source of intellectual and moral instruction. The books 
used are simple, that all may be interested. It wil be remem- 
bered that the blind receive nearly all their instruction orally; it 
is, therefore, peculiarly important that they should comprehend 
the signification of language. Still, their memories have not 
been burdened with a given quantity of words, too often called 
по аа we have preferred expanding mind by inciting 
thought. " 

In every branch the lessons have been understood, instead of . 
repeated. In answering questions, particular formula is seldom 
required, the scholar's words better show his own impressions 
than the answers given by a book. Furthermore, I know of no 
text books printed in raised letters that contain a series of ques- 
tions and answers. The whole number published in the English 
language does not exceed thirty-five volumes. In these, the letters 
are differently formed, according to the places in which they were 
published; the editions have necessarily been small, and they 
have not often, if ever, been issued a second time. Some are 
almost valueless, others out of print, and very few stereotyped. 

The four oldest boys—young men perhaps they should be called 
—have, for the past six months, given nearly all of their time to 
music and work. It is very desirable that they should possess 
some means of gaining a livelihood, as they must depend on their 
own. stout hearts and willing hands for maintenance. Upon due 
reflection, it was concluded that their abilities could be exerted to 
the best advantage for themselves, either in manual labor or in 
teaching music. The others are young, their minds only partially 
developed, and it is difficult to point out at present what occupa- 
tion will be most useful to them in future life, It is probable, 
however, that the majority will find employment as teachers or 
mechanics. | 

Nature shows that this is the time for mental cultivation ; shall 
ui = the tree wither because we do not. know what fruit it may 

ear ? 

Teaching music, has heretofore offered the blind greater in- 
ducements than any other business—fair remuneration and fewer 
difficulties. In learning they have nearly the same advantages 
as the seeing. The disadvantages are but two: first, there is 
very little musie written in raised eharacters; second, it must he 
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read less rapidly with the finger than the eye. To obviate both, 
no new invention nor costly apparatus, prepared expressly for the 

° purpose, is necessary. The novice only requires a competent in- 
Struetor; the initiate, a reader. 

The law of compensation always favoring the unfortunate, here 
makes some amends for the loss of sight. The ear attentive to 
every sound, stamps it upon а mind undisiurbed by a view of ex- 
ternal objects, while memory ever active, sits ready to renew the 
fading impression. 'lhe musical student who has good eyes ean 
easily find a multiplicity of occupations or amusements, while 

it often happens that his'sightless rival must practise, or spend his 
time in idleness: where the former gains nothing, the latter re- 
ceives applause, the wonder being, not that he can play well, but 
that he can play at all. 

Since last April, the scholars have devoted much time to music, 
In May, some wind instruments were obtained, upon which the 
boys have made rapid progress, considering that a vacation of two 
months has intervened. Our two pianos were almost worn out 
by the diligence of former pupils: they continue to grow worse, 
and will soon be beyond remedy. 

While the intellectual faculties have been cultivated, the moral 
and physical training has not been neglected. They are required 
to attend church wherever desired by their parents, but urging 
is rarely needed. Sunday evenings, from seven till eight, they 
have recently been engaged in singing sacred music ; preparatory 
to the morning exercises. From eight to nine some book is read 
of a moral or religious character. 

The inculeation of mutual love and forbearance has been limit- 
ed to no particular time or place ; opportunities are often pre- 
sented, which when seized upon and properly used, will be pro- 
ductive of good results. If offences occur, an appeal to the sense 
of right and wrong has been usually successful. We endeavor 
to keep the children out of mischief by giving full scope to their 

'outhful activity, and by directing it in proper channels. It is to 

e regretted, however, that our grounds are not sufficiently level 
to admit of ample exercise in the open air during good weather, 
and that there is no room in the house, which can be conveniently 
used for practising calisthenics, when the weather will not per- 
mit out-of-door exercise. 

A good play-ground and gymnasium are almost as necessary 
for blind scholars as the school-room. It will be seen by reference 
to our daily routine, that more time is given for recreation than 
is ordinarily granted in common schcols. It is unnecessary to ask 
if they allow sufficient time for that purpose. More cogent rea- 
sons than any they can possibly have, urge us to adopt a different 
plan, though in any school more time will be lost than gained by 
keeping small children too steadily at their books. 

Those born without sight are often the prey of hereditary dis- 
eases, which may he mollified by exhilirating sports, cleanliness, 
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and attention to diet, but never by studiousness. Perhaps no class 
of persons suffer more from sedentary habits; when they move; 
it is not with the ease and freedom which sight confers. At home, 
they are indulged and pampered more than the other children, 
and more likely to sit in the corner and play with the cat, than 
to stimulate the system by active exercise; thus, in early youth 
disease is engendered and bad habits are formed, which cannot be 
broken, except by a long continued course of physical training. 

It may be said that strong minds sometimes exist in feeble 
bodies, but then they are strong in spite of corporeal suffering, 
. and are often the cause of bodily weakness. What success has 
attended our efforts, in every respect, others must decide. Let 
them come and вее. We will cheerfully receive members of the 
Legislature, at any time from six o'clock, A. M., to nine, P. M. 
We have never refused admittance to visitors, if from a distance. 
Citizens, who can come conveniently, we would prefer to receive 
between eleven, A. M., and one o'elock, P. M., on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays. 

Our Work Department is in а prosperous condition. Previous 
to April, 1851, the receipts were so trifling as not to require a 
regular shop account. 'The amount of money expended over what 
was received had been paid out of the treasury, and carried to 
the general account. i 

In February and March, 1851, the Institution gave the shop in 
the form of a loan, one hundred and sixty nine dollars. This was 
‘appropriated to the purchase of stock, such as willow, cradle 
bottoms, wagon bottoms, wheels, бге. 

The result of the experiment will be seen from the following 
Statement : :

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We have not had all the facilities desirable in teaching—nor 
have they been expected. At one time, the want of books and 
apparatus was severely felt; our limited means have never per- 
mitted the purchase of either in any considerable quantity. "The 
few possessed had become much worn, as our scholars read 
and study by feeling,instead of sight. During the past summer, 
some philosophical apparatus, books, excellent maps, writing 
boards and slates were purchased. "This expenditure was deemed 
indispensible. The Institution possessed copies of only one-tenth 

- of the reading matter contained in the thirty-five volumes of the 
text books formerly mentioned. 'l'en new and valuable volumes 
were purchased; these should be considered a great acquisition, 
when it is remembered that their contents are equal to one-half 
of all the text books. The whole in raised letters, is not much— 
it would, in common print, take no more space than six copies of 
the Bible. aie 

Among the books obtained, are two copies of the Bible, a gift 
from the American Bible Society, for which our pupils have de- 
sired me to return their sincere thanks. The cost of the book, to 
the publishers (890 per сору), and the intrinsie value of the 
work, make the donation doubly acceptable. What has been said 
regarding the scarcity and cost of books, may be applied to appa- 
ratus prepared expressly for the Blind. А j 

The skill and labor necessary to prepare the various articles, 
receive but scanty remuneration, and golden bribes do not bring 
into the service of the blind, the latent powers of the inventor. 
No machine has yet been made that will enable the blind to 
write; the most successful attempt, hitherto, has produced one too 
complicated and too expensive for general use. Might not the 
Institutions of different States, jointly offer a reward sufficiently 
large, to call the attention of ingenious men to so desirable а 
subject? s 

Recent purchases have, in part, supplied the wants of our 
school-room, but the establishment is still very deficient in many 
particulars, such as а work-shop, furniture, musical instruments, 
&c. Perhaps the present number of pupils does not warrant a 
large expenditure, but it is confidently expected, should the school 
be continued, before the session of the Legislature of 1853, the 
number will be greatly augmented. The census of 1850, gives 
for Middle Tennessee alone, one hundred and forty-three blind 
persons of all ages. Large as this number may seem, it is, never- 
theless, beyond doubt, much below the reality, as we are convinced 
by only a partial examination of a few counties. 

Montgomery county is officially stated to have but one blind 
white person; we know of siz, either totally blind, or so nearly so, 
as to be unable te read or write by sight. The same returns in 
Davidson county, give but four, omitting those here; we know 
eight. Most of them, however, are either too old or too young to 
become inmates of this establishment, Assuming that in Middle 
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Tennessee, the number of such is jifty,a similar estimate for the 
rest of the State, will give, at least, a total of one hundred and tn, 
of suitable age to be taught. 

The number of blind must increase with the population so long 
as man is subject to the same diseases and accidents that now 
beset him. But of these unfortunates, few will possess sufficient 
property for maintenance. Are the rést to become burdens on 
society, inmates of alms houses, dependents on their friends, or 
shall they be intelligent, independent men and women, increasing 
the capital of the State by their labor, and the progress of society 
by their knowledge? 1 cannot doubt, for a moment, what response 
will be given to this momentous question ; and I submit it to you, 
gentlemen, and through you to the Legislature, trusting its right 
solution to the suggestions of sound policy and humanity.

бін,--І have already acknowledged the receipt of {че commis- 
sion you were so kind as to confer upon me, as Agent of the State. 
under the Act of January 30, 1850. It remains for me to report 
to you the results of my agency up to the present time. 

After receiving my commission, I entered at once upon the 
duties involved in the appointment. These were: Ist, То con» 
vert into money the bonds of the State placed under my control ; 
and 2d, To disburse their proceeds in payment of the iron and 
equipments of the East 'l'ennessee and Georgia railroad. 

In discharge of these duties I instituted a correspondence with 
capitalists and brokers, relating to the negociation of the bonds, 
and also with manufacturers in this country and in Europe, in 
relation to the rails and the machinery necessary to put the road 
in operation. қ 

The result of this correspondence was a conviction that so large 
an amount of Tennessee securities coutd not be satisfactorily ne- 
gotiated, without a personal inspection of the bond market in our 
Northern cities; and that the purchase of the different articles ne« 


S 
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cessary for the road, could be more advantageously and economi- 
eally made by an examination of the work-shops, and a personal 


' interview with manufacturers. Accordingly, in July of last year, 


I visited Baltimore, Philadelphia, New York and Boston. By 
inquiries there, I ascertained that Tennessee bonds had heretofore 
generally been sold below and had rarely reached par, while the 
bonds of other States having a larger indebtedness and smaller 
resources and population, have sometimes commanded a premium. 
My surprise at this seeming paradox was the greater, when I 
learned that in all time past the interest upon Tennesse bonds 
had been in every instance promptly met, even at periods when a 
pressure in monied affairs had forced upon other States a tempo- 
rary suspension of semi-annual payments of accruing interest. 
This is, in part, explained by the consideration that the indebted- 
ness of Tennessee, though considerable, is comparatively small, and 
that many of her bonds being in the hands of holders at home, 
her ability and punctuality in meeting her engagements were 
known to few in the northern markets. Some of the brokers 


` there having rarely seen a Tennessee bond; while those of States 


less remote, and having a larger public debt of many years stand- 
ing, and being in the hands of every one, their promptness in 
meeting the interest being thus long and extensively known and 
tested, were rated at a higher value. Just as a drawer or endor- 
ser, in the immediate vicinity of a bank where he is known as an 
old, constant and punctual customer, has more credit than a new 
and distant borrower of much greater ability to pay. 

Restricted as I was by the provisions of law from selling below 
par, and desiring to increase the value of the bonds placed in my 
hands, I took the earliest opportunity during my visit to the north, 
to exhibit to the brokers there the very favorable condition of the 
finances of Tennessee, as presented in the last report of the Comp- 
troller of the State. From that expose it was shown that the 
present liabilities of the treasury are comparatively small, that 
the public works for the construction of which these liabilities 
had been in part ineurred, were, even in their unfinished condi- 
tion, yielding three per cent to the revenues of the State, and that 
the inference might be legitimately drawn, that when these works 
should be entirely completed, they would divide at the lowest eal- 
culation six per cent upon the cost of their construction. 

From these representations, and others of an analogous charac- 
ter, І succeeded in raising the value of the bonds, and was able 
to sell the amount I needed previous to January of this year, at a 
premium, the rate of sales made up to that time ranging from 
103$ to 1042. А 

Early in this year, І went forward with an additional supply of 
bonds. In the mean time the condition of the money market had 
materially deteriorated. The price of the great American staple 
had suddenly gone down. Cotton has become the thermometer of 
the commercial world, and with its decline, property, bonds, secu- 
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rities of all kinds, were instantly depressed, and with them the 
bonds under my control. For some time по bid was offered which 
1 could entertain, but needing funds for cargoes of iron constantly 
arriving, and unable to wait longer for an expected re-action in 
the stock market, I was forced to submit to a rate below my first 
sales but still above par. In June I carried forward the remain- 
ing bonds. The depression has since that time increased, and 
still continues, I notice quotations of other issues of Tennessee 
bonds below par. The stringency in the money market has I 
hope reached, perhaps has passed, its crisis, and 1 may be able to 
effect sales of my remaining bonds, so as to realize an advance at 
least upon à portion of those unsold. ‘This, however, is wholly 
dependent upon the fluctuations in the market. 

In justice to the officers of the State under whose direction the 
bonds were prepared and executed, I should add that the engra- 
ving is beautiful, the paper excellent, and the filling up of the 
bond and its coupons neatly and accurately done. The style of 
execution, throughout will compare advantageously with that of 
any other State in the Union.

In addition to the above sum of seven thousand one hundred 
and fifty six dollars and three cents ($7,156 03), advance upon 
the 247 bonds sold, after deducting brokerage, І have so adapted 
my sales to the payments as they became due, as to save to the 
company in past-due coupons, nine thousand six hundred and 
ninety dollars ($9,690 00), making with the advance as above of 
$7,156 08, the result of my operations to the credit of the com- 
pany, $16,846 08 up to the present time. l 

It was ascertained that the State loan itself was insufficient in 
amount to purchase the iron and equipments necessary to put 
the road in successful operation from Dalton, Ga., to the Tennes- 
see river; as the act under which I received my appointment 
evidently contemplated. And it,was considered essential to the 
interests of the State and other stockholders, as well as to the 
business and commerce of the country, that the road should at 
once tap that stream, and thus extend its benefits through it 
simultaneously to the whole of East Tennessee. Unwilling that 
the road should stop, even for a time, short of that point, the Board 
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of Directors wisely determined to issue bonds and stock of the 
company to be used in conjuction with the State fund, in making 
the purchases necessary to finish and equip the road to Blairs 
Ferry. In accordance with this resolution of the board, I accom. 
panied Judge Keyes, the President, and Col. Prichard, the En. 
gincer in Chief of the company, to the northern cities, and with 
them went as far as Boston, After considerable negociation with 
different parties, a contract was closed with Messrs. Bailey, Bro. 
thers & Co., of England, for eight thousand tons of rail of the T 
pattern, of best quality of railroad iron, to weigh 57 lbs. per linear 
yard, to be delivered at Charleston or Savannah at our option, 
‘The manufacturers to pay marine insurance, primage and freight, 
For each ton thus delivered I agreed to pay in cash twenty twa 
dollars and seventy five cents ($22 75), and the company to pay 
on each ton ten dollars in its own securities at par; making 
thirty two dollars and seventy five cents (989 75) per ton as the 
cost of the iron delivered at the ports ef Savannah and Charles. 
ton, not including the duty of thirty per cent ad valorem paid by 
me in coin to the government of the United States. 

This contract for the iron is exceedingly favorable, In the 
selection of the Rail we availed ourselves of the professional skill 
and science of Col. Prichard, the eapable and excellent engineer 
in chief of the company, and to his invention and genius are we 
indebted for the modification of the T Rail which we have 
adopted. І have heretofore, forwarded to the office of the Secre- 
tary of State, а section of one of the Rails for your own inspec- 
tion, and that of the members of the Legislature. The advan- 
tages of this improved pattern and the excellence of the Rail, 
both in material and workmanship, have been universally ad- 
mitted, and are daily attested by those having the most ample 
opportunity and experience to form and pronounce a judgment 
upon them. The Legislature most fortunately hit upon and speci- 
fied the model of a Rail that combiscs the greatest strength in the 
form with the greatest economy in the material, I am sure it should 
not have been lighter, while Í believe it should not have been at 
all heavier. The quality of the metal is superior to that com- 
monly used, and the manufacture of it is excellent. The contrac- 
ters upon the road, now when more than half of it is completed, 
have not found a single faulty bar. Y am happy to add that in-the 
whole of the cargoes already received the terms of the contract 
have been most honorably complied with by the respected gentle- 
men from whom they were purchased. 

Contracts were also made with different parties in the north for 
four first class Locomotives—two of them Norris, Brothers’ best 
and most approved models—and two first class passenger cars; 
end in Augusta for the necessary number of baggage and freight 
cars, and in Baltimore and Richmond for supplies of chairs, spikes, 
te. ќе, as they should be wanted during the progress of Ше 
work. We have been careful in every case to purchase articles 
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of the very best quality and most modern and approved model, 
and have been able to procure them at fair and satisfactory prices, 
In some instances payment has been made partly in stock of the 
company. The performance of the engines and the running of 


"фе cars have equalled fully our expectation and realised the 


guaranty of the builders. - 

The trausportation of the iron and equipments from the seaports 
to our southern terminus at Dalton has been a heavy and expen- 
sive job—costing per English ton eight dollars and seventy-five 
no ($8 75). One dollar and a half per ton of which is paid in 
stock. : " | 

The uncertainty and irregularity in the arrivals of the several 
cargoes at Savannah, created the necessity of employing a resi- 
dent agent there to receive, take through the Custom House and 
forward them to Dalton. "This service has thus far been promptly, 
faithfully and economically performed by W. P. Tifft, Esq., of 
that city. 

The voll upon the road has suffered little, certainly no material 
delay for the want of iron. The contract for it was closed late 
in July—the order with the templet had then to be forwarded to 
the manufacturers in Europe. And yet within four months, the 
first cargo arrived at Savannah, and in a short time afterwavds 
was delivered to the contractors at Dalton. Regular supplies 
have since that time continued to be seasonably furnished. Exist- 
ing arrangements will enable me to maintain equal promptness 
and regularity in the future. It is but justice to all concerned 
that I should add, that the performance upon the road as far as 
now completed and equiped, is most excellent, is entirely satis- 
factory and has been seldom surpassed. г 

In the execution of the duties of my agency I have disbursed 
two hundred and thirty-one thousand four hundred and twenty- 
nine dollars and seventy-nine cents, ($231,429 79), as supported 
by vouchers from No. 1 to 75, which are ready and wil] be sub- 
mitted now or at the close of my agency, to any officer or com- 
mittee authorized to audit the account and settle with me. The 
excess of proceeds of bonds sold over the amount thus disbursed 
is, in transitu, or deposited in banks-and subject to my check. 
The company has paid my traveling expenses. Ко special provi- 
sion is made, in the act creating my agency, for the compensation 
of my services. Among the vouchers on file will be found receipts 
for the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000) with which I have. -

I hope within 
the next six months, perhaps earlier, to be able to disburse the last

MEMORIAL. 


To the Honorable the Legislature of Tenneessee: 


Your Memorialists, deputed for that purpose by their colleagues, 
who with themselves constitute the Faculty of Medicine in the 
University of Nashvalle, would most respectfully represent to 
your Honorable body, that six ouf of the present number of seven, 
did at the time of their organization, bind themselves as copart- 
ners to raise the sum of eighteen thousand dollars ($18,000) for 
the purpose of procuring from Europe the apparatus, models, 
prints, paintings and specimens, instruments, &c. necessary to 
illustrate thoroughly a course of Lectures. "That the Faculty 
whom your memorialists represent, did in good faith deputy one of 
their number to visit Great Britain and the continent of Europe 
for the accomplishment of this object. That a large portion of 
this sum of eighteen thousand dollars, raised alone from their 
private resources, has already been expended, and that arrange- 
ment is already made for two of the Faculty to go to Europe next 
spring for other and additional purchases. Your memorialists 
would further represent to your Honorable body that the Faculty, 
in erder to get the department into operation, were compelled, the 
present year, to put up a large and commodious building, which 
has involved them in debt, and which must cripple them in their 
Operations, and thus dim the glory of a great enterprise whose 
auspicious opening is without precedent in the annals of the Med- 
ical World. Your memorialists would add that they have no 
property in fee, either in the buildings which they have erected, 
or the splendid apparatus, models, бс, with which they have 
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furnished it, or the library with which they have yet to furnish it, 
but all revert to the trustees of the University at the termination 
of a lease which the Faculty hold upon the ground and appurte- 
nances for a specific period—and at the termination of this lease 
they yield all without receiving any pecuniary remuneration for 
all their vast expenditures, which they have good grounds to hope 
will by then have so accumulated as, for richness of material, for 
illustration and demonstrations, to be inferior to no College in 
America, 

Your memorialists beg respectfully to refer your Honorable 
body to the brilliant result of this unaided individual enterprise— 
a result which so far from only comparing favorably with similar 
Institutions in sister States, when munificently endowed, is im- 
measurably in advance of what any of them had achieved at a 
similar period of their existence. As Tennesseeans we share, with 
the great people you represent, the common glory of this magnifi- 
nent achievement, without reference to the individual toil—the 
risk of whatever of fame and fortune had enured from a life of 
toil and suffering to many of us, in what to all was an uncertain, 
and to many а most utopian enterprise. We desire to build up a 
great school in a great State and to stop within her borders an 
annual sum of one hundred thousand dollars, which she annually 
paid for Medical instruction abroad. Your memorialists would 
further represent to your Honorable body, that those we represent 
have neither directly nor indirectly received a cent, either from the 
eity or State, to aid them in this great work, nor from any source 
whatever, except that about thirty of the individual friends of the 
various members of the Faculty have with great generosity ad- 
vanced them about thirty-five hundred dollars. 

Your memorialists respectfully beg leave to refer your Honora- 
ble body to what other States have done in aid of similar enter- 
prises. 

The Stete of Louisiana gave forty thousand dollars to build a 
Medical College in New Orleans. After five years struggle the 
faeuity had not attained a class so large as our first class, The 
State again magnanimously came io her rescue and gave the 
faculty twenty-five thousand dollars more to buy apparatus, &oc., 
and they procured the finest in America, and their class next year 
was quadrupled. 

The State of Kentucky had a flourishing Medical College at 
Lexington, to which she had contributed fifty thousand dollars— 
Another Medical College sprung up at Louisville to which she 
gave about forty thousand dollars. New York has eight or nine 
Medical Colleges to none of which has the State given less than 
ten thousand dollars. Ohio gave her Medical College forty thou- 


sand dollars in the beginning, and has at various times since given. 


liberal assistance. Another College in Ohio sprung up at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, to which the State gave something, and a single indi- 
vidual in the neighborhood gave itat once thirty-five thousand 
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dollars. Georgia gave the Medieal College at Augusta ten thou- 
sand dollars to begin with; the city of Augusta at the same time 
gave five thousand dollars, and the Legislature at a subsequent 
period, to aid her in her struggles, gave twenty-five thousand 
dollars more. Pennsylvania has been liberal to her- Medical Col- 
leges. The result of this policy in those States has been this: 
Pennsylvania has drawn from other States, and much the largest 
proportion of it from Southern States, an average of six hundred 
thousand dollars а year for more than a half a century, making an 
aggregate of more than twenty-five million of dollars for medi- 
cal instruction alone. : 

The State of Tennessee paid last year the sister State of Ken- 
tucky, from seventy-five to а, hundred thousand dollars for medical 
instruction, while this year we have more Tennesseeans in the 
Medical Department of the Nashville University than the aggre- 
gate number of Tennesseeans in the three Medical Colleges of 
Kentucky last year. | X 

In conclusion, your memorialists ask of your Honorable body the 
interest only, for two years at 6 per cent. upon that sum which the 
State of Tennessee has been sending abroad almost every year 
for half a century. This annual drain of more than one hundred 
thousand dollars it is our hope to heal. We ask your Honorable 
body, in view of all these facts, if it is probable that a single indi- 
vidual in the State would regard such an appropriation as un- 
reasonable— such a link unnecessary in that great Southern chain 
now forming to bind the Southern people together as one family, 
that they may in all things be, not only independent од the North, 
but of the whole. world. 

Your memorialists add that the trifling sum of twelve thousand 
dollazs would relieve the Faculty from the pressure of the build- 
ings of the present year; but that an additional building would 
add to the convenience and sightliness of the College, for the 
erection of which the next year, we respectfully ask your Honor- 
able body for.an additional appropriation of twelve thousand 
dollars, making in the aggregate the sum of twenty-four thousand 
dollars. _

REPORT. 


OF THE COMMITTEE ON 


PUBLIO BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS, 


The Committee to whom were referred the various resolutions 
relative to the State Capitol, and the bill to provide for continuing 
its construction, beg leave to report on the same: that it has con- 
ferred with the chairman of the board of" commissioners and other 
members of that body, by whom the committee have heen afforded 
all necessary information with regard to the building and the pros- 
ecution of the work, with a free examination of the accounts and 
vouchers arising out of the expenditures of money appropriated 
by the last Legislature. 

From an examination of the accounts and vouchers thus exhib- 
ited, and a free conference with the commissioners, your committee 
are fully satisfied that the entire amount of the appropriations 
heretofore made have been legitimately and scrupulously applied 
to the erection of the Capitol, in accordance with the plan at first 
adopted and approved; and in the manner directed by the joint 
Act of the Legislature, authorizing the erection of the building— 
and that the work has been urged to a completion with as much 
diligence and expedition as its nature would admit, with the means 
within the control of the cofmmissioners; and as confirmatory of 
this conclusion, it is only necessary to state that in addition to the 
amount furnished by the last Legislative appropriation, rather 
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chon see the erection of the building retarded in any degree, the 
eommissioners have, upon their own personal responsibility, bor. 
rowed the sum of about seventy thousand dollars, which has been 
applied and accounted for in like manner. For the repayment of 
which, provision will have to be made, besides what may be ap- 
propriated for the continuance ofthe work. And on this latier point 
the committee would here remark, that the most liberal appropria- 
tion for the earliest completion of the building will not only be 
the best economy, but is demanded by every consideration of poli- 
y and convenience. 

When it is considered that the building was directed by Legis- 
lative enactment, to be constructed in a peculiar manner and of a 
particular material; and that the plan adopted, after much delib- 
eration and investigation by the board of commissioners, and ap- 
proved by the proper authorities, has been rigidly pursued with 
slight exceptions, which have rather lessened the expenses. It 
is obvious that its cost, although it may not be possible to say 
exactly what it will be,is yet fixed and certain, and cannot be in- 
creased or diminished by any change of, or departure from the 
original plan, without the most ruinous consequences to the archi- 
tectural proportions, the beauty, the solidity and security of the 
strueture—all primary considerations in the erection of such a 
building. Therefore the question can be only one of time, which 
is readily decided by the consideration that the Legislature has al- 
ways been in this State, and is now carried on with much incon- 
venience, and under somewhat humiliating circumstances, and the 
most valuable publie archives, papers, and books of every descrip- 


tion subject to imminent danger of total and irremediable destruc- , 


tion, for the want of such an edifice as the Capitol will be when 
completed. Besides, in an economical point of view, it should be 
considered that a saving of expenditures to some amount will be 
effected by dispensingas soon as possible, with the services of an 
architect and othcrs Who are necessarily employed under a fixed 
annual salary; and when it is further considered that the money to 
be appropriated does not come immediately out of the Treasury of 
the State, but is obtained upon bonds running for many years, and 
are only made and put into market as the money is needed, it 
secms that no objection ean exist to the most liberal appropriation 
to obtain so desireable an object св the speedy completion of the 
building, which the committee are assured by the board of com- 
missioners can be accomplished by the next session of the Legis- 
lature. 16 is recommended, therefore, that an appropriation of 
two hundred and fifty thousand dollars be made, which is deemed 
tobe not only sufficient to complete the house, but to meet the 
debt already incurred. 

With regard to the propriety of employing another Architect, а 
matter reierred to the committee for examination and report, it can 
only say that upon enquiry it finds that the present board of commis- 
sioners are fully satisfied with the skill and diligence of the pres- 
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ent Architect; and as he was the designer of the edifice, and it has 
been thus far executed under his immediate direction and superin- 
tendence, it is not thought advisable to make any change at this 
time, and at the present advanced state ofthe building. Any sueh 
change might be productive of some danger and retardment in the 
work and its satisfactory execution; and asthe Architect is entire- 
ly under the control and employment of the commissioners, in 
whom this committee has the fullest confidence, it is deemed that 
no legislation on this subject is necessary. ` | 

ја conclusion, the committee will state that from the fullest en- 
quiry and examination, it is satisfied that the work has been prose- 
cuted with as much energy and rapidity as the means in the hands 
of the commissioners, and the nature and plan of the building 
would allow or justify, and with every regard to economy and 
strictness of account; and although it may be admitted that a 
chenper building might have been erected in much shorter space 
of time, yet the first act of legislation on the subject was specific 
in its directions, and seemed to contemplate no common or ordina- 
ry structure; and well it might when it is considered that this great 
State, with now more than one million of inhabitants, had never 
from its origin spent one cent towards the erection of any descrip- 
tion of building of the.sort, and its legislation had been carried on 
in county court houses, or other buildings temporarily procured for 
the purpose, and wholly unfit therefor; and that its most valuable ' 
papers, records and archives had been kept in offices of no more 
accommodation or security than the common business offices of the 
country used by private individuals; with these facts before them, 
it is not at all doubtful but that it was contemplated by the Legis- 
lature that at this late day, and when the question of locality had 
been permanently fixed, that a Capitol building should be provided 
affording every convenience for legislation, and that perfect secu- 
rity which the public interest demands. | 

In eonformity to this obvious intention of the Legislature, the 
board of commissioners have proceeded in the erection of the 
building now approaching its completion; a building which, in ar- 
chitectural beauty, solidity of structure, and in its perfect security 
from the destructive power of time and the elements of nature, is 
unsurpassed by any other in the Union, and in the latter most val- 
uable qualities, by none in any age or country. Your Committee 
would therefore reiterate its recommendation for the most liberal 
appropriation for its immediate completion. 
. Itis due to the commissioners who have had the superintend- 
ence of this important public work, that public testimony should 
be borne to their energy, fidelity and disinterested conduct in dis- 
charging their duty. When public agents discharge their duty 
promptly and faithfully for a sufficient consideration, the meed of 
praise is their due reward; but when gentlemen accept the posi- 
tion of public agents in an important capacity, with no other ex- 
pectation of reward than the consciousness of having done 4 pub- 
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lie serviee and benefit to the community and State of which they 
are citizens, the tribute of publie gratitude from the Representa- 
tives of that State should be recorded for posterity to see that 
States are nof ungrateful to their benefactors.

Lofland, 
eashier, the cash liabilities of the bank were $1,261,767, subse- 
quently increased by the then executive officers by the 27th Janu- 
ary to upwards $1,400,000. This expansion was regarded as ex- 
tremely dangerous, and by order of the directory, a rigid system of 
curtailment was steadily pursued until the date of suspension. 
By reference to statement marked B, and made portion of this 
report, it will be seen, that, on the 26th of May, 1847, there had 
been a reduction upon the liabilities of $393,546— which makes an 
average of about $141,000 per month, or nearly $5,000 per day. 
This caleulation is based upon the liabilities at date of 27th Jan- 
uary, 1847, the period of greatest expansion. 
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The cash liability of the bank on the 26th day of May, 1847, the 
date of suspension, was $868,220, as will be seen by reference to 
' Statement marked D, when, the policy was adopted, of paying off 
the creditors of the bank, with the notes and bills of its debtors, 
This policy was steadily pursued until the 8th of December, 1847, 
when the stockholders became involved in litigation among them. 
selves, which produced a stoppage in the settlement of its affairs 
until June, 1850, the period of the arrangement of this unfortunate 
litigation. In June, 1847, shortly after suspension, Seth Wheatley 
vacated the office of President, and Jeptha Fowlkes was elected. 
The policy of paying off the creditors of the institution with the 
notes and bills due it. was, eminently vindicated by the result. A 
reference to statement marked C, and dated the 8th of December, 
1847—the commencement of litigation mentioned above--will shew 
a cash liability of only $314,141—being a reduction in little more 
than six months of $554,079. It will at once be seen that a con- 
tinuation of this policy would in а few months have liquidated the 
demands against the Bank, and redeemed it, from its dishonored 
condition. The commencement of litigation between the stock- 
holders, originating in an injunction against Jeptha Fowlkes, 
President, and the directory, suspended the pursuance of this salu- 
tary policy, to the great injury of both creditors and stockholders. 
This litigation continued until June, 1850, during which time little 
or nothing, was done, to satisfy the demands of creditors. From 
January 18, 1847, to December 8, 1847, as will be seen by refer- 
ence and comparison of statements marked, respectively, A, B and 
С, the liabilities, had been reduced, the scarcely credible sum of 
$047,625. 

In June, 1850, after a period of litigation of more than two 
years, tho bank was restored to the control and management of 
Jeptha Powikes, President, and the Directors associated with him. 
Immediately upon being reinstated to this control, it had been 
discovered by the President and Directors, that the books of the 
bank, had been kept, with the greatest carelessness. They accord- 
ingly employed Messrs. Clark and Richards—two experienced 
bank officers—to give the books a minute and thorough examina- 
tion. In this examination, they were directed to trace out every 
note and bill, bought by the bank, from the commencement of its 
operations in 1834, and ascertain the appropriation and direction 
of it. The result of this investigation, will be seen by reference 
to the statement marked D, and dated 1st December, 1851. This 
statement occupied Messrs. Clark and Richards some seventeen 
months of constant and laborious investigation—there being yet a 
few aecounts, as will be seen by said statement, unexamined. 

By reference to this statement it will be seen that the outstand- 
ing liabilities of the bank on the Ist December, 1851, were $238,- 
599. Of this amount $158,000 is in the hands of the debtors of 
the bank; $140,000 as explained in marginal note to statement 
marked D, and about $18,000 in the item standing to the credit of 
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depositors, has been placed in the bank, for application to debts 
due the institution. These amounts deducted from the liability of 
$238,599, would leave due to creditors disconnected with the bank, 
the sum of $80,599. This estimate includes $15,000 due to the 
State for the privilege of banking to the 1st January, 1852. 

The assets of the bank, as will be seen by reference to state- 
ment marked D, amount in the aggregate to $1,121,448. Of this 
sum $721,131, are estimated to be “good,” It should also be stated 
that the classification of the debts into “good,” “bad” and *doubt- 
fal,” has been made by three informed gentlemen, entirely, disin- 
terested ; neither of whom own stock, hold liabilities, or are in- 
debted to the institution. 'The executive officers have given this 
. classification a rigid scrutiny, and believe it to, be as correct as 
judgment can make it. This statement verifies the correctness of 
the report made to your Honorable body in session 1847-48, by the 
legislative committee appointed to investigate its condition, and 
exhibits an ability not only to pay creditors, but to resume business 
with convenience to the public, and profit to stock-holders. 

This exhibit of the affairs of the bank from January, 1847, to 
December, 1851, would perhaps properly close this report. The 
statement marked A, and dated January 13, 1847, is, however, 
incorrect. That statement shews a contingent fund of $102,000, 
and only $167,000 of suspended debt. The investigation of Messrs. 
Clark and Richards, establishes the fact, that at that date, the 
amount under protest was $235,000 more than the entire capital of 
the bank ; and that for a period of four years anterior, the entire 
capital had been suspended; and that, the application of the test of 
redeeming its circulation in specie, would have produced suspen- 
sion, at any date, embraced within this space of time. 

A referente to the statements marked А, B, C, and D, which are 
made part of this report, and dated, respectively, 13th January, 
1847; 26th May, 1847; Sth December, 1847, and December 1, 1851, 
will exhibit the state of the bank, and the reduction of its liabili- 
ties under its present control: and explained by this report, shew 
the policy adopted to sustain it in the first place, and after suspen- 
sion to resume specie payments. It will be seen that from Janu- 
ату, 1847—the date of its present control and management—to 
December, 1847, the liabilities of the bank had been curtailed 
$947,625. "This curtailment, in consideration that this is a country 
bank, becomes unprecedented, and could not have heen effected 
except by pursuing the policy of paying creditors with the notes 
and bills due the institution. To these statements exhibiting this 
large reduction of its liabilities during its continuance under their 
control, the present President and Directors confidently refer, аз 
ample vindication of the policy adopted by them in the manage- 
ment of this institution, and full refutation of the suspicions pro- 
duced on the publie mind. But for the unfortunate litigation 
between the stockholders, (and for which the President and Direc- 
tors are in no way responsible,) it is believed that long before this 
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the bank would have been able to resume business. That litiga. 
tion, commencing with others, continued for more than two years, 
and resulted in serious injury—allowing, as it did, many debts to be 
lest by the statute of limitations—change of residence, and other 
circumstances. 

Having thus furnished your Honorable body with a detailed 
statement of the condition of this Bank in January, 1847—the pe. 
riod of their connection with it—and its present condition, together 
with the policy adopted by them in its management, the President 
is farther directed to petition your Honorable body for a remission 
of the bonus duc the State, and the reduction of the Directors to 
five. The justice of these appeals, can not fail, it is confident] 
believed, to commend themselves to your enlightened body. The 
bonus is due the State for the privilege of banking. This 
privilege they have not enjoyed, and surely justice dictates the re- 
linquishment of an obligation purely technical, and founded upon 
no just consideration. The reduction of the number of Directors 
is based upon reasons which it is seareely necessary to suggest.— 
The hazards to which banks are subject, result mainly perhaps 
from a fluctuation of policy, affording facilities, to-day, which are 
withdrawn fo-morrow. This fluctuation is almost unavoidable 
with a large number of Directors—-as some attend one meeting and 
different ones attend another—each having different estimates of 
paper presented for discount, and different friends they wish to pre- 
fer, as well as of measures of general policy. 

It is thought that the payment of an actual salary to five would 
be preferable to a large Directory, controlled by ditferent views of 
policy, and consequently fluctuating. The fewer the members of 
a board of Directors, the greater the concentration of responsibil- 
ity upon them, and of a fixed, steady and unvarying policy, by 
which, the public will be least likely to meet with disappointment, 
and the Institution itself, to avoid difficulty and losses. 

Before closing this report, we beg to call the attention.of your 
Honorable body to the fact, as exhibited in the statement bearing 
date the 13th January, 1847, marked as Exhibit A, to the inade- 
quate supply of coin in the vaults of the bank—there being less 
than 7 cents to the dollar of the liabilities of the bank, at the 
period of our first connexion with it. 

The statements, marked А, B and C, down to 8th December, 
1847, it will be borne in mind, were made up, by and under the 
former Cashier of the bank, C. Lofland, Esq.; and every fact here- 
in set forth, appears from the-books and papers of the bank, kept 
and managed by our predecessors in office—with the exception of 
the Exhibit marked D, the product of the labors of Messrs. Clark 
& Richards, as before explained—which has been prepared under 
the supervision and aid of the present Cashier of the bank, Col. J. 
W, Lumpkin, who has held this office, from the period of the ter- 


mination of the litigation, between the stockholders of the institu- 
tion in June, 1850, 
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'The President, Directors and Stockholders of the bank, are al! 
desirous to re-instate this once popular and useful institution, and 
they in a common application, respectfully petition your Honora- 
ble body, through this Report and Memorial, to grant them the aid 
herein specified. As their appeal is one of justice, supported by 
an enlightened, liberal, public policy, they are encouraged to make 
it, in confidence, to an Assembly of Legislators, whose labors have 
so far, been distinguished by wisdom and justice, and elevated con- 
siderations of patriotism—looking above all minor influences to 
what may benefit the interests of the people at large, and give dig 
nity to the State. Respectfully submitted.

REPORT. 


DEPARTMENT OF STATE, 
Nashville, Jan. 19, 1852. 


To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessce: 


In obedience to the Jaw of the 26th of January, 1846, imposing 
the duties of Internal Improvement Commissioner upon the Secre- 
tary of State, I have the honor of submitting the following report 
of my proceedings under the provisions of that law. 

Since my report submitted on the 12th November, 1849, and up 
to the Ist January inst., 1 have collecied and promptly paid into 
the Treasury of the State, the following sums of money collected 
from the following companies, viZ. :

Making an aggregate of forty-two thousand six hundred and sixty- 
two dollars and fifty-four cents. In this sum of $42,662 54, there E 
is included the sum of $1,666 68 received from the Nashville, 
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Murfreesboro’ and Shelbyville turnpike company, as so much due 
on the stock of the State, in a compromise made by that company 
with the Nashville and Chattanooga railroad company, and the 
remainder of $40,995 88 is the dividends of toll accruing on the 
State stock in said companies. 

To reconcile an apparent discrepancy which appears between 
this report and the one submitted by the Comptroller to the Legis- 
lature in October last, Е may state, that since the Comptroller's re- 
port was submitted, and before the Ist January inst., I have received 
from the Nolensville company and paid into the Treasury, another 
dividend of $1,440, which was collected by the company before 
October, but not paid into my hands until after that time. 

That the Legislature may the more readily see the productive- 
ness of the State stock in the several companies above mentioned, 
I have presented in a tabular form, discarding all fractions, the 
State stock in each,—the amount of interest on the bonds of each, 
—the dividends received on each,—the per cent. annually collect- 
ed from each,—and the aggregate of annual profit or loss to the 
State from each company, as follows:

In а compromise made between the Nashville, Murfreesboro' 
and Shelbyville turnpike company and the Nashville and Chatta- 
nooga railroad company, in regard to a conflict of the right of way, 
the latter company agreed to pay the former $4,000, the State’s 
part of which, $,1.666 66, has been paid over to me as stated ina 
former part of this report. The said railroad company further 
agreed totransfer in its stock at par, 25 per cent on the stock of 
the said turnpike company. 

The Murfreesboro’ and Manchester turnpike read is yet in an 
unfinished condition. The suit instituted by the Attorney General 
against the delinquent parties,is still pending under assutances 
from the defendants that they will finish the work in some short 
time. | 

In concluding this report, allow me to reiterate the closing re- 
commendation which ] had the honor to submit in my repert of the 
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12th of November, 1849, in relation to a more efücient plan of 
collecting the tolls in the several companies in which the State 
has an interest,—and while it is а matter of congratulation that 
the reported tolls for the last two years, exeeed the amount re- 
ported for the two preceding years, by $13,635 78, yet it is 
believed, many of the tolls are lost, more from the inefficiency of 
existing laws upon the subject, than from any defect in their ad- 
ministration.

the probable condition of the Treasury of the State at that 
time.”

EXPLANATORY REMARKS. 

The foregoing estimated receipts are based on existing revenue 
laws. The increased value of property in the State, it is believed, 
justifies the estimated receipts from sheriffs and collectors. In 
making this estimate, I have left off the tax heretofore levied for 
the benefit of the Lunatic Asylum. Should this be. continued, I 
presume it will be appropriated for completing the buildings and 
furnishing the same, 

The profits from the Bank of Tennessee, and other receipts, are 
based on past payments into the State Treasury. 

The disbursements are estimated on the laws now in existence. 
The amount placed to Lunatic Asylum is based on payments al- 
ready made to that Institution, since my report up to Ist Monday 
of October, 1851, and on the annual appropriation of $6,000 for 
the support of the same.

The Joint Select Committee who were appointed by a joint 
resolution of both Houses of this General Assembly, to examine 
into the state and condition of the Penitentiary, beg leave to make 
the following report : 

Your Committee regarding the object of the resolution by which 
it was organized, to look mainly to the financial condition of the 
institution, have confined its examination to that purpose. But 
in prosecuting that inquiry, a somewhat easual observation enable 
us to state, that the management and government of the institu- 
tion in other respects is as good as could be desired, considering 
the means placed at the disposal of the various officers in charge 
of it, Ñ 
. The following condensed statement will show at a glance the 

indebtedness of the institution, as well as the assets, on the 1st day, 
of January, 1852. For details, reference may be made to the 
Schedule accompanying this report, which was made from the 
sworh statements of the officers and clerks in charge, and may be 
relied upon as exhibiting the true condition of the Penitentiary at 
the date referred to.

Your committee beg leave to state that owing to the fact that 
so large a number of the convicts having been detailed for labor 
in constructing the State Capitol, the institution is unable to sus- 
tain itself, and will therefore be forced to ask a direct appropria- 
tion out of the treasury to enable it to defray current expenses. 

It is estimated that not less than twenty-five thousand dollars 
will answer the purposes of the institution, and that sum is recom- 
mended to be appropriated. 

Your committee would further state, that it is estimated by the 
officers of the said institution, that about one-half-of the doubtful 
debts, as set forth in the foregoing exhibit, may be collected, and 
they would suggest that in order to simplify the keeping of the 
books of the Penitentiary, that the agent of the same should keep 
a separate account, to be called the suspended debts, to which 
should be transferred all notes and accounts that are considered 
bad, on hand by limitation, &c.

THE MEMORIAL . 


OF THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
STATE OF TENNESSEE, TO THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF RE. 
PRESENTATIVES OF THE UNITED STATES, IN CONGRESS 
ASSEMBLED, 


Wrru the view to prevent, as far as possible, the hitherto great 
and melancholy loss of life and property by steamboat disasters of 
various kinds in the United States—and especially on the West- 
ern and South Western waters—the following facts and consider- 
ations are respecifully addressed -to Congress for legislative 
action. 

Your memorialists have witnessed with regret the utter inefh- 
cacy of former legislation on the subject of explosions of steam- 
boat boilers and the collapses of the flues; and, on examining 
into the history of explosions, are led to conclude that radical de- 
fects exist in the iron of which very many steamboat boilers are 
now made. That nearly, if not all, the explosions that occurred 
prior to the introduction ot puddled and boiled iron into our west- 
ern markets, can be traced to the cast iron boiler heads, or to 
other discoverable defects in the iron of which the boilers were 
made, эв illustrated in the explosions of the Car of Commerce, 
Helen McGregor, and Gen. Robinson, all of which explosions were 
occasioned by the giving way of the cast iron heads. 

Your memorialists have been informed by practical men, that 
puddied and boiled iron do not possess the toughness of fibre, or 
the purity of composition, necessary for boiler iron. That when 
exposed to a moderate heat it is liable to become erystalized and 
return to its original east iron condition. That the time required 
to effect this return to cast iron is indefinite, and depends on the 
&mount of foreigu matter combined with the iron, and the nature 
of the combination. That puddled and boiled iron will be destroyed 
by oxydation in about half the time required to destroy wood char- 
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coal iron of the same thickness, That puddled and boiled iron 
are made in a reverbatory furnace, stone coal or coke used asa 
fuel, and scoria or cinder asa flux. "This fuel and flux contains a 
large amount of the very materials which enter into combination 
with iron to its great injury. So large an amount of the foreign 
matter enters into combination with the iron in the puddling and 
boiling process, that the manufacturer geis almost as much mer- 
chant iron аз he did of cast iron, for there is said not to Бе a loss in 
weight of exceeding 8 per cent, whilst the average loss in the con- 
versiom of east iron into merchant iron in wood charcoal forge 
furnaces, is 89% per cent. Iron made with wood charcoal in a 
forge furnace, is not liable to become crystalized or return to 
cast iron, however often heated. It is known that wood charcoal 
iron is superior in every respect to puddled or boiled iron—That 
the English import largely every year iron from Sweden, made 
with wood charcoal, in consequence of its superiority over their 
own puddled and boiled iron. 

It is said to be the practice of some manufacturers of boiler iron, 
to take two or more small blooms and weld them together, and 
make what they call a boiler slab, out of which they make boiler 
iron. This is called piled iron, and when subject to frequent heat- 
ings, is liable to split or separate where it was welded, thereby 
greatly weakening that part of the boiler in which such iron hap- 
pens to be. | | 

It is said to be the practice of some river men, to so construct 
the furnace, that the fire extends further upon the outside of the 
boilers than the water line; in consequence of which, that part of 
the boilers exposed to the direct action of the fire above the water 
line, becomes red hot every time steam is raised, greatly weaken- 
ing.the boilers. 

Your memorialists are informed that it is a common practice 
for engineers to be allowed under certain circumstances, to hang 
weights at random on the lever of the safety valve. Say it is 
deemed by the inspector entirely safe to carry 140 pounds pressure 
to the square inch, the valve is measured, weight calculated, and 
placed on the lever accordingly. It happens that steam at this 
pressure commences blowing off—it is said then that the engineer 
puts weight on the lever to prevent this loss of steam. and the 
moment he thus places such weight upon the lever, he loses all 
knowledge of what pressure to the inch the boilers are sus- 
taining. 

It i thought that а due regard should be had to qualification 
and sobriety of officers. At present any company who choose may 
build a steam boat. and put into her boilers built of any kind 
of cheap and worthless iron, and then get any kind of incompetent, 
drunken, or worthless master and engineers to run her, and there 
18 no means by which the community have any right to institute 
an enquiry as to goodness of material, or capability of officers, 
however deeply interested. | 
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Your memorialists beg leave respectfully to ask the passage of 
stich laws as will secure the use of good wood charcoal iron in 
the construction of steamboat boilers. That the boiler iron be 
made out of blooms of sufficient size, that each bloom will make 
a sheet of boiler iron, not allowing blooms to be welded together 
for this purpose. That cast iron boiler heads be prohibited, and 
instead thereof, good wrought iron heads be required to be used, 

That the furnaces of steamboats he required to be so constructed, 
that no part of the boilers above the water line be exposed to the 
direct action of the fire. That a safety valve be required to be 
placed on every set of boilers beyond the reaeh of the engineers, 
so constructed as te render it impossible to carry a higher degree 
of pressure to the square inch, than is known to be entirely safe, 
say. to a forty-inch diameter of boiler, and iron of one-fourth inch 


thickness, 130 or 140 pounds to the square inch is deemed safe in | 


high pressure boilers, and is thought as much pressure as is pru- 
dent to allow. 

That upon the top of the flues of each outside boiler be placed 
eups filled with an alloy that will melt at a less degree of heat 
than is required to weaken iron, and so connected with a safety 
valve or guard on the boilers, as that the melting of the alloy 
will allow the safety valve or guard to rise and let steam escape, 
thereby indicating a want of water in time to guard against а 
collapse of the flues, or it is thought that lead rivets put through 
the top of each flue, by melting, would indicate a want of water 
in time to guard against collapse of the flues. a 

That an inspection of boiler iron be required to be made bya 
competent inspector, furnished with a proper government break, 
calculated to test the toughness, solidity and purity of the iron, be- 
fore it is put into boilers; that all iron found to be of sufficient 
strength, purity and solidity, he be required to put a stamp on, and 
that it be made a felony to put into à steamboat boiler any iron 
not having this government stamp on it. 

That the strength of steamboat boilers shoüld be tested at least 
twice exch year by hydraulic, hydrostatic or other proper pressure 
or test, and the inspector be required to raise the pressure in this 
test at least thirty pounds to the square inch above the pressure of 
steam allowed to be carried in the boilers. That a rigid exami- 
nation of steamboat officers should be required, as to capability, 
sobriety, &e, That the masters and engineers of steamboats be 
sworn not to move the weights on the lever of the safety valve, 50 
as to increase the pressure allowed to be carried in the boilers ; nor 
to hang on the valves additional weight to that placed thereon by 
the proper inspectors. That such penalties as your Honorable 
body may deem proper be imposed on masters, owners and engi- 
neers for nen-compliance with the requisitions of the laws on this 
subject, That in order to secure an impartial and independent 
discharge of duty on the part of inspectors of boiler iron and 
steamboat boilers, if is desirable their fees should be paid by the 
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collectors of customs, and not by the manufacturers of iren, own- 
ers or master of steamboats. i 

It may not be out of place here to bring before Congress the 
eonsideration of the subject of the conflicting interests of steam 
navigation and railways and other roads, with regard to the ques- 
tion of bridges over navigable streams, which is daily growing 
into greater importance, On the one side is claimed the right of 
free and unrestricted navigation; on the other it is alleged that 
the great interests of the country demand that reasonable restric- 
tions and limitations be put upon the height and “size of steamers 
and their chimnies, or that the latter be arranged to be lowered to 
the deck of the boat when necessary. The truth and justice of 
the latter proposition can hardly be denied, and can be easily es- 
tablished and illustrated by events of recent occurrence at this 
city. A bridge built about thirty years since, supposed at the 
time to be of sufficient elevation, and not complained of for many 
years, was recently removed because of its obstructing the free 
navigation of the Cumberland river. Another, built a few hun- 
dred yards above, with an additional elevation of about twenty- 
eight feet, was also found to be inadequate to give free passage to 
the largest sized boats with their enormously high chimnies, and 
that, too, at a stage of water barely sufficient to float them with 
full freight. This bridge is not much, if any thing, less than one 
hundred feet above low water, and forty above extreme high wa- 
ter mark. Such facts shew how imperative the necessity of legis- 
lation on the subjeet. Boats are built of too immoderate size and 
height for any useful or necessary purposes of internal commerce 
or intercourse. Their chimnies, now of enormous height, should 
be made to lower to their decks. In short no boat should be al- 
lowed to stand more than forty feet above water. Nor 
should bridges for any purpose, be required to be built with a 
greater elevation than that above ordinary high water mark— 
not extreme high water, which only occurs at long intervals. This 
will be yielding to the right, of free navigation much more than 
is asked or allowed to it on the streams most navigated 
in Europe—the Rhine, the Rhone, the Soane and the Thames, all 
spanned by numerous bridges, the average height of which does 
not exceed twenty-five or thirty feet; and yet present upon their 
surface a busy scene of commerce, not witnessed upon our rivers 
of similar size and capacity. 

A compromise to this effect seems to be imperatively demanded 
by the interests of the country, and wholly without valid objections 
of any kind. The superior advantages, facility and safety to life 
arid property, of railway communication—the great number pro- 
jected and likely to be constructed, connecting the various sec- 
tions of our extended country in every direction, and affording out- 
lets to its various'and valuable productions, where navigation af- 
fords none, or partial and uncertain ones—requires some conside- 
ration and favor from Congress. 
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Whereupon, | 
Resolved, 'That our Senators and Representatives in Congress 


be requested to urge upon the Congress of the United States, the 
importance of action on this memorial, and that the Governor be 
requested £o forward a copy of this memorial and resolution to 
each of our Senators and Representatives in Congress. 
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REPORT. 


TO THE HONORABLE THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
STATE OF TENNESSEE, NOW IN SESSION. 


GENTLEMEN: 

In compliance with our duty, and in accordance with our 

custom, for several years past, the Board of "Trustees of the Mem- 
phis Hospital, beg leave to presentto your honorable body, a bien- 
nial report, of the statistics pertaining to the Institution embrac- 
ing the subject of its condition, and whatever other matters, relat- 
ing to its administration and government, they may be enabled to 
communicate. 
Since our appointment, by your honorable predecessors, we 
have carefully pursued such a course as we deemed best calculat- 
ed to afford the greatest amount of relief, in proportion to the 
means placed at our disposal, which we regret to inform you, falls 
far short of meeting the pressing necessities of hundreds of sick 
and destitute, who seek at our hands, such aid as is expected from 
an institution of this kind, located as we are, centrally so to speak, 
in the Great Valley of the West; ours becomes the prominent 
stopping point, especially for the destitute and sick, both ascending 
and descending the Mississippi river; the number of which we are 
able to state from the statistics of our Hospital Physician, to 
amount to over three thousand persons, to whom we have only 
been able to extend a shadow of comfort to six hundred and fifty- 
nine (659) persons within the two years, as appears from our Phy- 
sician’s report. 
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. We have во often presented these facts; and so often through 
our Representatives, asked governmental aid, in the erection of a 
Marine Hospital, where citizens from all the States, whose fre- 
quently unforeseen sickness, compels them to ask a shelter, for a 
few brief hours, from the bleak winds of winter, or the burning 
beams of a mid-summer’s sun, when overtaken by disease, far from 
home and friends, without medical aid, or the means to procure 
them a comfortable night’s lodging, that we feel loth to recur to 
them, and should not do so, only that we feel in duty bound to 
state facts as they are, and hope the time may not be far distant 
when our voices will be heard. 
Our receipts and expenditures, for the two years now ending, 
embrace the following items, to which we ask your careful atten- 
tion. Believing that, under the present organization, with the 
amount of money set apart for the support of the Hospital, that a 
more economical system cannot be adopted. The expenditures for 
the improvements of the Hospital building during our administra- 
tion, seem to be large, but on an examination of the necessity 
and kind of improvements, no doubt can arise as to their proprie- 
ty, especially when itis taken into view, that we have met the ex- 
penditures mostly out of the funds derived from those persons ad- 
mitted into the Hospital, who had no claims to our charity, and 
were able to pay for the accommodation. Many of our citizens 
send their slaves, when afflicted with the small pox, to the pest- 
house of the Hospital, (built by us.) to receive the nursing and 
medical aid we afford, and рау a fair remuneration for such at- 
tention, which produces no inconsiderable sum without interfer- 
ing inthe least with the ability of the Institution to exterid its 
charities to the destitute. 
By reference to the last report, made to your honorable prede- 
cessors, in October, 1849, you will find the balance in the hands

Of this number 162 have died; this at first glance may seem to 
be a very large per centum, in comparison to the number. admitted, 
but when it is taken into consideration, that not over one in six, 
of the applications are admitted, owing to the inability of the In- 
stitution, for the want of means, to receive more, it is necessarily 
the case, that none but the most needy, and worn out by disease, 
are received. 

We would further remark, that it is a very common occurrence, 
especially during the prevalence of Cholera, that many have died 
within а few hours after they arrived, and some while onthe way, 
зо that the large number of deaths cannot fairly indicate the suc- 
cess of treating disease at this hospital, in comparison with many 
others, for the reasons above stated. 

Under the present organization -апа system of conducting this 
Institation, all has been done to promote the health and comfort 
of those placed under its care, that, we think, could be done, 
though far from what the Board could have desired. With in- 
creased means, adequate to meet the wants and necessities of our 
location, they are of opinion, that a system of boarding and furnish- 


IE might be adopted, so as greatly toreduce the cost per patient, 
с, 
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In closing our report, we beg leave to remark, that the Hospital 
buildings, and grounds, have never been in better condition since 
they have been erected, and will require but little further to be 
expended for some time to come. Believing that, in your wisdom, 
and discretion, you will adopt such a policy for the future govern- 
ment or management of this Institution, as will insure the most 
efficient administration of its affairs,

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REPORT 


OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE ON BANKS. 


The undersigned, Joint Committee on Banks, instructed by res- 
olution of the General Assembly, passed on — ‚ “to ‘inquire 
into and report upon the management of the Bank of ‘Tennessee, 
at Nashville, since the adjournment of the last Legislature, and as- 
certain and report what losses have been or are likely to be sus- 
tained upon the business of said bank since that time, and what 
defalcations have occurred, and when and to what amount, and 
report in detailand with as little delay as possible," beg leave to 
report that the committee are of the opinion that the bank has nev- 
er been bitter managed since its creation, than it has been du- 
ring the period specified in your resolution. 

Within this period, no losses have as yet been ascertained, and 
as to losses likely to be realized, the committee can only preseut 
the impression derived from the officers of the bank, and from Mr. 
Allen the agent at New Orleans, whose statement as to the Conrey 
bills, (the most important item of suspended debt) contracted with- 
in the two years is hereto appended, marked A. This general 
impression is that a margin of $65,000 reported by the bank offi- 
cers over and above a nett profit of 8 per cent. on the actual capi- 
tal of the bank for the last four years, viz: from ist January. 
1848, to &2th November, 1851, is abundantly sufficient 10 cover 
any supposed losses, either at the principal bank or branches du- 
ring that period. It may be proper to state that Mr. Allen, the 
agent at New Orleans, has for nine years been employed by the 
bank, during which time he has purchased several millions of dol- 
lars of exchange, and prior to the purchase of the Conrey bills al- 
ready alluded to, the total losses on his purchases are stated at 
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$6,500, proving his prudence and sagacity as an agent under long 
trial and extensive transactions. | 

From information received at the bank, we find that the late Tel- 
ler is a defaulter to the amount of about $16,000, which is believed 
to be covered by sufficient securities. 

The committee could have presented so much of this report as 
applies to the principal bank at an earlier period, but for a de- 
sire to render it fuller by obtaining from the several branches state- 
ments of their condition, called for by a resolution of the com- 
mittee. | 

The synopsis below gives the amount of bad and doubtful 
debts at each branch that has reported, and by a supplementary 
report, the condition of the two branches not yet heard from, will 
be hereafter communicated. 

The committee have felt urged to make this report, believing 
that it contains all that is material for the General Assembly before 


. acting upon the Governor's nomination of the Board of Directors. 


For it is to be borne in mind that this board has to organize agreea- . 
bly to law on the 1st day of January ensuing, and some time must 
be allowed for proper notice. 

The following isa synopsis of reports, made under oath by the 
officers of the respective branches from January 1st, 1848, to 12th 
November, 1851.

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: STATEMENT OF MR. ALLEN IN REGARD ТО THE СОМ 
REY BILLS. 


The bills of P. Conrey, jr, оп S. Jaudon & Co., New York, 
were bought by me in New Orleans on the days that they severally 
bear date, and were considered by те as first rate bills, Т had 
bought those bills in previous seasons, and they were promptly paid. 
I had bought them also during the last season previous to the pur- 
chase of those that were protested, all of which were promptly 
paid at maturity. The drawer, Mr. Conrey, was a large property 
holder in New Orleans, had been long a resident of that city, and 
from his high standing as a man of integrity and wealth, I consid- 
ered his bills safer than a great many others tbat were predicated 
on the purchase of cotton at the high prices then ruling, and 
bought his bills in preference to others offering at the same time. 
As to the probability of Mr. Conrey’s untimately being able to pay 
the bills—at the time I left New Orleans in July last, he assured 
me that he would, as soon as he could go to New York and investi- 
gate the affairs of Jaudon & Co., be able to determine what he 
could do for his creditors, and that he had not the slightest doubt 
but he could, and would pay all his liabilities if he could have 
time extended to him. 

I engaged the services of an experienced and. talented lawyer to 
attend to the interest of the bank during my absence from New 
Orleans, to whom the bills have been sent. When I left New Or- 
leans, Ihad no doubt of the ultimate payment of those bills, and 
I have since then had no anthentic information to eause a change in 
my opinion on this score.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT - 


OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE ON BANKS. 


The Joint Committee on Banks, by whom the foregoing report 
was submitted, and to whom it was afterwards recommitted, re- 
spectfully present the following supplementary report, as the result 
of subsequent investigations into the condition of the principal 
bank and branches. 

Since said report was made, statements have been received from 
the branches of Rogersville and Athens, verified by the oath of the 
officers of said branches, from which it appears that from the ist 
January, 1848, to 12th November, 1851, the amount of bad debt 
at Rogersville is $1000; doubtful debt, none. At Athens, bad debt 
none, and doubtful debt none. Which being added to the amount 
in former report, makes at all the branches for the time mentioned, 
a bad and doubtful debt of $8,454 85. 

The committee have counted the money on hand, examined the 
notes and bills discounted, bills under protest, and State Bonds 
purchased, and found the several amounts to be correct, and то cor- 
respond with the bank report submitted in the early part of the 
session. 

The following statement, which has been made out from an ex- 
amination of the books of the principal bank, all show the opera- 
tions of said bank, and the amountof business done for the same 
time, from the 1st January, 1848, to the 19th Nov., 1851, viz:

The financial operations of such an amount, even in the sound- 
est and most prosperous condition of commerce, and of the money 
market, losses are almost inevitable, but in sucha period as the last 
season, when the market opened with extreme high prices for the 
great staples of the country, and suffered in its progress, a sudden 
and almost unprecedented decline, the liability to loss in bills and 
other promises of payment predicated on shipments of produce is 
peculiar, taxing severely the prudence, diligence and judgment of 
those who ınanage the monetary affairs of the country.

It is admitted on all hands, that there is great difficulty with the 
committee, and even with the officers of the bank, in the present 
unfinished state of these transactions, in estimating with exactness 
the probable loss; the best that can be expected under the present 
obscurity of the subject, is an approximation. A portion of these 
debts are beyond all question as good апа аз well secured as any 
due the institution. Such of them as are regarded as doubtful 
were all drawn on shipments of produce, cotton and tobacco. In 
some instances, accounts of sales have been received, but in a large 
majority of cases, they have not, and the probable loss is matter 
of conjecture. Time alone can disclose what compromises as to 
balances that may remain uncollected the bank may hereafter ef- 
fect. In the absence of full knowledge of these circumstances, 
material to an exact estimate, the committee have had some diff- 
culty in arriving ata satisfactory conclusion. The opinion of the 
officers of the bank, who are more familiar with each transaction 
and the securities that are looked to for payment, than your com- 
mittee can be, is, that the probable loss upon these debts will be 
from twenty to thirty thousand dollars. But suppose the estimates 
of the officers and agent of the bank are rejected as too favora- 
ble to the institution, the committee in looking to an approximation 
to the true result, would consider it a liberal concession to such а 
supposition, to admit, that one half of the bad and doubtful debt 
may be lost.

OF THE MINORITY OF THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED 
TO INVESTIGATE THE CONDITION OF THE BANK 
OF TENNESSEE. 


The undersigned having felt it their duty not to sign the report 
of a majority of the committee, feel constrained to submit a few ог 
the many reasons which influenced them in their action. 

While we accord to the majority an honesty of purpose, and a 
conviction of the truth of the conclusions to which they have driv- 
eu, we cannot, in view of all the facts which ся го under our ob- 
servation, subscribe to many of them. 

In the investigation of any given case, wolving the conduct 
and motives of men, many circumstances, not casily given, devel- 
ope themselves, which go to make up our opinions and conclu- 
sions; we will therefore confine ourselves to the main reasons con- 
trolling our judgment in tbe premises. 

The undersigned cannot see in what respect the bank has been 
better managed within thelast two years than at any former peri- 
od of its existence, nor are we able to determine how the majority 
arrived at such a conclusion when the investigation of your com- 
mittee was confined alone to the time which has elapsed since 
185-, and no comparison having been instituted between the ad- 
ministrations of former periods and the one indicated. 

Besides, the undersigned are astonished at such a conclusion, 
with all the facts connected more particularly with the suspended 
debt, staring them in the face, all of which will be seen in a‘sub- 
sequent part of the report. 

That the bank has made eight per cent. upon her capital stock, 
and in fact more, the undersigned regard as mere conjecture, as 
nothing like an approximation as to how much of the suspended 
debt will ultimately be realized. With a loss of near one million 
of the principal, and a suspended debt of more than half a mil- 
lion, and an annual increase in the amount of this enormous sum, 
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itis difficult to imagine the institution in a very greát state of pros- 
enty. 

j Ofthe notesand bills discounted in the last two years, $187,287, 
of that amount is now in a suspended state, and the undersigned 
cannot but believe that a very large proportion of that sum will be 
lost. Upwards ofsixty-one thousand dollars of the suspended debt 
was created by discounting bills of exchange diawn by three 
houses in the city of Nashville, some of whom as well as the en- 
dorsers at the date of the discounts, and are now irresponsible. 
lt is true that these bills were discounted upon shipments of cotton 
and tobacco, yet the full cash value of the produce at the then 
high prices was advanced, and one year has elapsed and no ac- 
count of sales yet received. Nor have the undersigned any evi- 
dence whether the produce has been sold and applied to the pay- 
ment of other liabilities of the drawers or not, for it will be borne 
in mind that the amount above mentioned is but a small fraction of 
the discounts made by the bank tothe same firms within the last 
two years. | 

The Courey debt alluded to by the majority, will in the opinion 
ef the undersigned, turn out to be a loss, if not in toto, nearly so. 
Although the statement of Mr. Allen the agent, who bought their 
bills is appended. and relied upon by the majority as evidence of 
a probability that the claim will be finally realized, yet Mr. Allen 
in a eva voce statement upon oath to.the committee in reply to in- 
terrogatories propounded to him, said that he did not predicate his 
opinion, that these bills would probably be paid at some time, upon 
the fact that Conrey had assets at present to pay them, but alone 
ароп his knowledge of the energy and business habits of Mr. C. 
Mr. Allen was of the opinion that if Mr. Conrey lived he would pay 
vut, soit will at once be seen that the payment of his debt de- 
pends upon mere contingency. 

The failure of Conrey is for a very large sum, and a part of his 
creditors have forced him into bankruptcy under the laws of Lou- 
isiana, and the undersigned understood Mr. Allen to state that the 
bank would refuse io be made a party to that proceeding, and if 
that course is adopted, the uncertainty of the whole matter is in- 

creased. 
.. Ithas been thecustom of the bank, wifhin the last two years, as 
was shown by the testimony of witnesses examined by the com- 
mittee, to discount a large amount of bills of exchange in cases 
where both drawers and endorsers were insolvent; but the excuse 
given for this course is that the discounts, were made upon actual 
shipments of cotton and tobacco. 

Yet the proof shows that the discounts upon the shipments 
amounted to the full value of the produce, and it is well known 
that these articles were high during the past and preceding sea- 
кор. 
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The undersigned cannot regard that as а safe or prudent course, 
which places the means of the bank in the hands of irresponsible 
men, upon the faith of produce at its full value or market price— 
for it subjects the funds of the institution to all the dangers incident 
to the cotton and tobacco trade—in truth itis but placing the bank 
in the uncertain position of a speculator. - Such a course yields all 
advantages, and reserves none ; if the market maintains itself, she 
but makes her legitimate profits, but if there bea decline she loses 
all Such a course of policy would certainly be impolitic if the 
advances were made even to ordinarily solvent men, and much 
morethose to not such; for if this course had not have been pursued 
by the bank, the loss of the sixty-one thousand dollars alluded to 
above, or any portion of it, would not have been sustained, as these 
amounts could doubtless have been made upon paper good in it- 
self. 

In many instances, bills and notes were suffered to lie after pro- 
test for months, without any steps having been taken to collect 
them; this course the undersigned do not regard as either prudent 
or safe. 

We cannot subscribe to the idea that any institution has been 
prudently managed, which makes its discounts as the bank of Ten- 
nessee has done. 

The institution was originally created for the benefit of the 
whole people of the State, yet her favors have been confined to 
comparatively a few, and that few, in many instances, speculators 
without means except those furnished Бу the bank. 

This report is necessarily unmethodized and brief—owing in 
a great degree to the fact that the report of the majority was not 
made until Friday of last week, and the undersigned have had 
but little opportunity of either examining that or the evidences 
apon which it was made. |

REPORT. 


The undersigned, recently appointed to bear a memorial from 
the General Assembly of 'l'ennessee to the Legislature of Georgia, 
begs leave to report: 

That about the first of December, he proceeded to Milledgeville, 
and through the Governor of Georgia, had your memorial of 10th 
November past, communicated to the Legislature of that State, 
then in session. 

It was appropriately referred to committees of each branch of 
the General Assembly, who gave the subjects embraced in it a 
respectful and thorough consideration; aided by such documentary 
and other evidence, and such representations as the undersigned 
was able, and deemed it his duty to give. | 

The first branch of the memorial relating to conflicts which had . 
arisen between the East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad Com- 
pany and the Union Branch Rail Road Company of Georgia 
presented the greatest complication and difficulty. It is perhaps 
not necessary or proper to state here the various propositions which 
connected themselves with a consideration of the different branch- 
es of the memorial, but it is deemed sufficient to inform you of the 
specific action taken by the Legislature of that state upon them. 

In a conflict between a Tennessee anda Georgia Rail Road 
Company for the ownership of that part of the Tennessee road 
lying within the State of Georgia, claimed by each under separate 
charters, and in which the judicial tribunals of that state had been 
appealed to for a settlement of the rights of the adverse claimants, 
the decision must of course be made by the courts, and not by any 
legal enactment which the Legislature is competent to make. 

But believing that Georgia was bound in good faith to secure to 
the Tennessee company the full and free enjoyment of the rights 
which the charter of 1847 from that state, proposed to give them 
whatever might be the legal rights of the opposite claimant arising 
under her own legislation; and believing further, that her claim to 
similar rights and protection in Tennessee in reference to her State 
Hail Road, depended on making the grant good in Georgia to the 
Tennessee company, the legislature of that state, in response 1o 
your memorial, directed the Governor to have dismissed sundry 
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state prosecutions pending in her courts against the agents of the 
Tennessee company, which grew outof the conflict between the 
two companies—and to employ counselto defend, in behalf of the 
Tennessee company, the civil suit involving the ownership of the 
road, and many actions of trespass pending against its officers and 
agents. 

By Ше action of her Legislature, Georgia has evinced a deter- 
mination to protect fully the rights of the Tennessee company; and 
has placed the business embraced in that branch of the memorial 
on а footing entirely satisfactory to the directory of the company. 

Heretofore, no unembarrassed right of legal action has | existed 
against the Western and Atlantic Rail Road, or against the State 
of Georgia ав Из proprietor, for any injury to person or property, or 
for any demand against it which might arise in the prosecution of 
its business or otherwise. 

The chief embarrassment in Tennessee has arisen from the fact 
thatour laws make no provision for bringing the proprietor of the 
road into court as a defendant. 

Your memorial sought to have the road placed upon the footing 
of other commercial agents performing the duties of common car- 
riers; and although the road aud its business in "Tennessee are 
subject to the jurisdiction aud laws of the State, yet, to avoid the 
appearance of adverse legislation, the legislature of "Tennessee 
preferred that Georgia should provide the remedy suited to the 
case; and which it was believed she might do without detriment to 
herself by giving the roada legal corporate existence, with the 
right to sue, and liability to be sued in a corporate name. 

А bili providing forthe government of the road, passed the 
Senate of Georgia making it a corporation; but the joint action of 
the two houses resulted in the adoption of a bill as reported in the 
house of representatives, which passed into a law at the close of 
the session, and, amongst other things, provides as follows: “It 
“shall be the duty of the Governor of this State to appoint an 
"officer who shall be styled the superintendent of the Western and 
"Atlantic Rail Road, and who shall hold his office until the first 
"of January 1854, or until a successor is qualified." % ж * + 
+*+ > * * «Не shall have power with the approval of the Gov- 
*ernor, to settle all claims against the Western and Atlantic Rail 
* Road; and should any dispute arise concerning any claim which 
"cannot be amicably settled, ‘the claimant shall be authorized to 
“bring suitsin any of the superior courts of the several counties 
“of this State through which the said road passes, against the 
‘superintendent of the Western and Atlantic Rail Road, in his 
“official character; the judgment which may be obtained shall be 
‘‘against the said superintendent in his official character, and shall 
“фе satisfied by him from the assets of said Road, but shall not 
“bind his person or individual property. ‘The said superintendent 


u 
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«shall also have power to sue officially for any claim due the state 
“оп account of said road.” 

The law, as passed, gives a right of action in favor ofall, wheth- 
er citizens of Georgia or other states, against the Road in the 
superior courts of Georgia. How far it will, in connexion with the 
. laws of this State, give legal redress in the courts of Tennessee, 
to those who may deem themselves aggrieved by the operations of 
the road, is submitted for your consideration. 

A copy of the reportof the judiciary committee of the Senate of 
Georgia, as passed by the Legislature in relation to the two branch- 
es of you: memorial, to which reference has already been made, is 
herewith presented. 

A bill was introduced and discussed in the House of R>presen- 
tatives to authorize a connexion of the South Carolina and Georgia 
Rail Roads at Augusta, and was rejected by a very large majority, 
for reasons, doubtless which are set forth in the report of the com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives to whom that branch of 
your memorial was referred. 

А copy of this report is herewith presented; and from the great 
and growing importance of the subject to the people of Tennessee, 
its contents should be at once calmly and maturely considered. 

It may be taken as expressing the decided sentiments of a very 
large majority of the people of Georgia, and a fixed determination 
by them neverto permit the desired connexion; the avowed object 
. being to force the greattrade expected from the west, to their own 
seaport at Savannah. 

Competition in transportation to the near Atlantic ports, and in 
trade at the great marts of commerce, are things of immense value 
to all the great agricultural, manufacturing and commercial interests 
of Tennessee and the neigbboring states of the interior. "This 
competition would insure low freights and good accommodation on 
the great thoroughfares, and the highest prices in market for our 
products. апа when we consider the immense amount of exports 
and imports which we are certain to placeon the Rail Roads lead- 
ing to ће Atlantic at no distant day, we can form some estimate of 
the great advantages to result to our people from low rates oftrans- 
portation, and full prices in a free and extended market for their 
products. It would notbe extravagant to say that in a very short 
time, from the rapid extension of Rail Roads which will result from 
the liberal and enlightened policy which you have just adopted, this 
want of competition would in ten years or less, tax the people of 
our state alone, enough to build a line of Rail Road from Chatta- 
nooga to the Atlantic Ocean. | 

The tax in the form of tolls and drayage at the Augusta’ bridges. 
the damage done to merchandize and produce in loading and un- 
loading from the cars and exposure while passing from depot to 
depot—the detention and scattering of stocks &e. are impediments 
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on the lineto Charleston, operating perpetually to the annoyance 
and loss of all who adopt it as a commercial highway, wholly 
incompatible with that rapidity and freedom of intercourse with 
the Atlantic, so essential to our success in the grand scheme of 
internal improvements on which we are just embarking, and to our 
prosperity as an agricultural and commercial people. 

Taking it then for granted that we are in all time to come to be 
forced to the port of Savannah on lines of Rail Road which are, even 
now, unable to accommodate their own local and rapidly increasing 
business without ruinous delay, and which will be wholly incom- 
petent for the great increase of trade which will soon seek a. transit 
between the Atlantic and our own and neighboring states, in view of 
the great interests at stake, it behooves us to goto work at once 
with the energy and spirit which characterize the people of the 
northern states, and open adirect, unbroken communication by 
Rail Road with the Atlantic at Charleston and Wilmington. 

South Carolina has already extended her Rail Roads from the 
coast tothe foot of the mountains, and but a short space intervenes 
between them and our roads in Tennessee. 

Recent explorations are believed to establish the fact that with- 
out a tunnel, and оп easy grades, a Rail Road may be run from 
Anderson, South Carolina, te а connexion with the East Tennessee 
and Georgia Rail Road so as to give a much shorter line from East 
Tennessee, Kentucky, and Ohio to the ocean, than the one by way 
of Augusta, and equally as short a one from Chattanooga, the head 
of the Nashville, and Memphis lines of Rail Road. 

This route has not heretofore attracted the attention it deserves, 
from a belief that the right of way could never be had from Georgia 
to pass the most favorable gap in the mountains which is just within 
the extreme north east corner of that state. But at the recent 
session of her legislature a favorable charter was granted for that 
purpose, and the way is now open for building the road. 

The task of its accomplishment is before us, and must be 
performed. We owe it to our greatest interests; and we owe it to 
the successful accomplishment of the great system of Rail Roads 
which your enlightened forecast has decreed bya pledge of eight 
millions of dollars of publie aid, shall soon come into operation 
among us. 

This state aid willcall forth even a greater amount of private 
capital to be invested in these enterprizes, and we may soon expect 
an investment, little, if any, short of twenty millions of dollars - 
depending mainly fora profit, or profitable use, on an easy and 
expeditious communication with the Atlantic Ocean. 

Shali we be confined to the exactions, the monopoly of a single 
line of road, to a single point of trade; and this road now, in the 
absence of any Rail Road connexion at the west, confessedly 
unable to accommodate the business which is already offered to it. 
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The whole line from Chattanooga to Savannah is blocked, and there 

is scarcely а warehouse on it that has not freight awaiting transpor- 

tation which it is not in the power of the line, or any part of it, to 
ive. 

Charleston with the spirit which prompted her to heavy pledges 
in former times to reach Cincinnati, and more recently to bestow 
her treasure with no niggard hand for the construction of Rail Roads 
to the Cumberland and Mississippi rivers, will doubtless, to perfect 
the great system which we are just establishing, aid us in removing 
this only barrier which intervenes between her and the great west. 

The Nashville and Chattanooga Rail Road is verging upon that 
point whereitis to become a great element of power in the prosecu- 
tion of a direct, unobstructed line to Charleston. That company 
will be found ready to do its full share when the time for action 
comes. 

The Carolina, North Alabama, North Mississippi, and many of 
the Kentucky roads, having a direct interest,in this line, their 
co-operation. and that of upper and central South Carolina may be 
confidently anticipated. 

If the charters already granted by you do not sufficiently provide 
forthis great connexion, suitable additional enactments should be 
made at once, leaving, untrammelled by calls for particular 
localities or points of connexion, the way open for the selection of 
the best route or routes to be found tothe North Carolina line in the 
direction of Clayton, Georgia, and Anderson, South Carolina.

REPORT. 


To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee : 


The undersigned, who were, by resolutions adopted by your 
honorable body, appointed commissioners to attend the Legislature 
of the State of Kentucky, and negotiate for the cession to Tennes. 
see of certain territory, beg leave respectfully to report: 

That at the time notice of our appointment as such commission- 
ers arrived, one of us was from home at Memphis, and knew no- 
thing of his appointment till his arrival at home on the 31st ult, 
In the mean time, the other of us used his hest endeavors to learn 
at what time the Legislature of Kentucky would adjourn; and as 
the rivers were blocked with iee, and the mails stopped, nothing . 
definite could be learned, but from the best information that could" 
be obtained, її was believed said Legislature would take a recess 
from about the 22nd of December to the 8th of January ; conse- 
quently, at the first moment possible, which was on the Ist day of 
January, we started. We got a boaton the 4th of January, and 
arrived at Louisville, Ky., on the 8th, just in time to learn that 
the Legislature was about to adjourn sime die; so the object of 
our mission has failed. . 

We respectfully suggest that the commission be renewed and 
continued till the next session of the Legislature, so that the com- 
missioners may attend early in the session of the next Kentucky 
Legislature. 

We would also suggest the propriety of either appointing three 
commissioners, giving power for two to асі, ог to make the com- 
mission joint and several, so that one can act, for we know not 
what changes time may produce. 

We deem the acquisition of the territory in question a very de- 
sirable object. Tt is small in extent, but it is as fertile a section of 
land as any in the West. It contains a voting population of about 
forty, and considerable wealth. Itis so situated that the people 
have to pass twelve miles through Tennessce to get to their own 
county site, and they are unanimously in favor of being annexed 
to Tennessee, as they have signified by a petition to their Legisla- 
ture, signed by every voter and every tax payer residing there.

The committee on the Judiciary to. whom was referred, Bill No. 
209, entitled “A Bill to prescribe the mode of submitting the pro- 
posed amendments to the Constitution to the vote of the people,” 
with instructions to enquire into the expediency of submitting said 
amendments for ratification by the people,on some day earlier 
than the first Thursday in August,1853. And also, the constitu- 
tional mode of ascertaining the number of voters, voting for re- 
presentatives, beg leave to make the following 

REPORT: 

That the committee are of opinion that the vote upon the ratifi- 
cation should be taken at the general election for Governor mem- 
bers of Congress, and Representatives and Senators in the Legis- 
lature in this State, which by law is fixed on the first Thursday in 
August, 1853. . It will be seen by reference to Art. 11th, sec. 8rd, 
ofthe Constitution of this State, that the mode of amending the 
sameis provided for by that instrument. The committee will 
herein quote enough of the said Article, as will be necessary to 
illustrate the position assumed by them, it reads as follows: ‘And 
if the people shall approve and ratify such amendment or amend- 
ments, by a majority of all the citizens of the State, voting for 
Representatives, voting in their favor, such aniendment or amend- 
ments shall become part of this Constitution." 

From the foregoing it will be seen, that before the amendments 
can become part of the Constitution, they must receive the sane- 
tion of a majority of the citizens of the State voting for Repre- 
sentatives. The committee are of opinion, that the proper, and 
perhaps the only certain mode to ascertain the fact, as required 
by the Constitution, is to submit said proposed amendments to 
the vote of the people, at the same time that the election takes 
place for Representatives. This course will insure a full popular 
vote. "Тре committee are further of opinion, that by submitting 
the amendments at an earlier day, that their adoption will be 
endangered, as the confidence felt by many, as to the favor with 
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which the amendments were met, will keep many voters from the 
polls, from the belief that there will be a large majority without 
them, and in that way a majority of the citizens will fail to vote, 
by Which the amendments will not be adopted, and the renewal of 
the proposition cannot be effectually made to the popular vote for 
six years. 

The committee entertaining these views, are unwilling to en- 
danger Ше fate of measures that seem to be so universally ap- 
proved by the publie sentiment, especially when there is no ne- 
cessity for requiring the popular vote at an earlier day, than 
proposed, for the reason that the amendments cannot be carried 


out until the next session of the Legislature, and therefore, thata 


vote at an earlier day will be unnecessary. 
The constitution does not provide, in detail, the mode of ascer- 


taining the fact of a. constitutional vote, but leaves that to be pro- ` 


vided for by legislative enactment. The committee are of opinion 
thatthe bill referred to them, provides amply for ascertaining the 
constitutional vote, Which is respectfully submitted,

The committee of the Judiciary, to whom was referred various 
bills and petitions from the county of Scott, and other counties in 
this State, on the subject of the Academy Fund, after having the 
same under considers tion, beg leave to make the following 

REPORT. 

That, in the opinion of the committee, the Academy Fund is for 
the benefit of one Academy in each county, and the same cannot 
be divided, for the reason, that by the provisions of the compact 


between the State of North Carolina, the United States, and the _ 


State of Tennessee, inthe year eighteen hundred and six, it was 
provided, That one hundred thousand acres of land reserved to 
Cherokee Indians, by an act of the State of North Carolina, en- 
titled “Ап Act for the opening of the land office for the redemption 
of specie and other certificates, and discharging the arrears due to 
the army, passed in the year one thousand seven hundred and 
eighty three, for the use of Academies, one in each county in the 
State of Tennessee, to be established by the Legislature thereof, 
for the use aforesaid, forever.” 
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The committee further report, that by an aet of the General 
Assembly of the State of Tennessee, passed 
there shall be annually appropriated, for thirty years and по long- 
er, or not so long, ifthe Bank of Tennessee should not be so long 
in operation, eighteen thousand dollars to county Academies, and 
the faith of the State is pledged for the annual payment thereof: 
Provided, the trustees of the respective county Academies in the 
several counties in this State, shall relinquish to the State all 
claims which they have against the State of Tennessee for the 
debt due to these institutions from the citizens вош) of the French 
Broad and Holston,and west of Big Pigeon rivers, and all claims 
they may have to land in the Ocoee District, as well as all claims 
they have against said citizens. 

Your committee would further state, that said debts are for a 
portion of the one hundred thousand acres of land aforesaid, and 
the Ocoee lands are also a portion of them, or in lieu of them, set 
apart for the like purpose by other acts of the Assembly, and stand 
in the place ofsaid one hundred thousand acres, which by the com- 
pact aforesaid, have to be applied to county Academies forever, 
“one in each county.” 

The Academies have made their relinquishment, and they have 
been filed as required by the act of 1837, and the county Academies 
“ are now receiving the eighteen thousand dollars, as provided by said 

act; and itis to be applied in that way, and cannot be diverted 
‘to any other object or Academy. The committee are further of 
opinion, that if the principle of division ofthe fund between two 
Academies at the county seat сап be sanctioned, that it may, 
when once divided, be with equal propriety distributed among any 
number of Academies in the county, or to divert it to common 
schools, or to any object whatever. This cannot be done, as it 
would violate the constitutional provision which is intended to 
preserve the obligation of contracts unimpaired. For these rea- 
sons, the committee are of opinion, that the Legislature has no 
power to divide said fund, and recommend thatthe portion of the 
bill which provides for the distribution and division of such fund, 
be stricken out. 

The committee would further state, that the Legislature has 
heretofore passed laws dividing the Academy fund, and the said. 
laws have come under the scrutiny of the courts, and have by 
them been declared null and void, as being in violation of the 
constitution. The correctness of this decision of the chancery 
court has been so apparent, that no party, who contended for a 
different principle, has deemed it proper to have the causes re- 
vised by the supreme court. The committee, for the foregoing 
reasons, recommend the rejection of that portion of the said bills 
which provide for the division of said fund, as they are of opinion 
that the Legislature possesses no power to divide the said fund.

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


DUTIES OF THE SPEAKER. 

lst. He shall take the Chair every day, precisely at the hour to 
which the House shall have adjourned on the preceding day; shall 
call the House to order, and on the appearance of a quorum, shall 
cause the journalof the preceding day to beread. 

2d. He shall preserve order and decorum; he may speak to 
points of orderin preference to other members—always rising 
from his seat for that purpose—and shall decide questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the House by any two members; on which 
appeal no member shall speak more than once, unless by leave of 
the House. '' E 

3d. Не shall rise to put the question, but may state it sitting. 

4th. He shall put questions audibly, and distinctly, in this form, 
to wit: Gentlemen in favor of, (as the question may be,) say “Aye;” 
and after the affirmative voice is expressed; Gentlemen of a con- 
trary opinion say “No,” if the Speaker doubts, or a division is 
called for by any member before the decision of the House is de- 
clared by the Chair, the House shall divide. "Those in the affirm- 
ative shall first rise from their seats, and afterwards those in the 
negative. 

The Speaker shall have the general direction and superin- 
tendence of the Hall; and shall assign seats for persons invited 
within the bar of the House. 

6th. He shall have the right to name any member to perform 
the duties of the.Chair, but such substitution shall not extend 
beyond an adjournment.

OF MOTIONS. 

27th. When a question is under debate, the motion shall be “to 
adjourn,” “to lie оп the table," “forthe previous question,” “to 
postpone indefinitely,” “to strike out the enacting clause of a bill,” 
“to amend,” “to postpone to a day certain,” or“to commit,” and 
said motions shall have precedence in the order in which they are 
here stated: Provided, That no motion shall be put to the question 
or debated until it is seconded.

OF THE JUDICIARY COMMITTEE ON THE PROPOSED 
AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION. 


The Judiciary Committee, to whom was referred Resolution No. 
—, proposing to blend the Reselutions passed at the last session, 
proposing to amend the Constitution, beg leave to report : 

That the Constitution provides that amendment or amendments 
may be proposed once in six years. lt matters not how many 
amendments are proposed, it is only necessary that they be 
submitted to the people at the same time. The propositions must 
be passed hy one Legislature by a majority, and at the next session 
by two-thirds—after passing at one session of the Legislature, they 
cannot be amended at the next, for the reason that if amended, 
the propositions would not be the same, and if amendable, there 

could be no limitation to the amendments, and the identity of the 
original proposition be entirely destroyed, which carried out to 
its legitimate result, would make the constitution amendable by 
the action ot one session of the Legislature, and thus make entirely 
null and void that article of the Constitution providing the mode 
of its own amendment. 

. Nor сап two separate propositions, passed at one session, be 
joined together at the next, for the reason that the two are blended 
into une, and ene must operate as an amendment to the other. 
Besides when the two propositions are entirely distinct in their fea- 
tures, it would be highly unjust to compel the people to vote upon 
both or neither. The method to be pursued to attain both objects 
18 plain and easy, and that is only one, as passed at the last session. 
Let both amendments be voted upon as they now stand, and the 
only way they can be constitutionally voted upon. Let them, if 
both are passed, be submitted to the people on the same day for 
their approval, and let the people vote for or against both or either 
as they choose, - 

‚ For the reasons stated above, the committee recommend the re-

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REPORT 


BY ALEX. JACKSON, CHAIRMAN OF COMMITTEE ON 
BANKS. . 


The Committee on Banks, to whom was referred Senate Bill No. 
184, “A billto improve the navigation of Tennessee River, and 
for other purposes,” have had the same under consideration. The 
following statement, marked (A.) derived from the President of 
the Bank of Tennessee, shows that there is no unexpected balance 
of the fund appropriated by the act of 1842, for the improvement 
of East Tennessee rivers, but on the contrary that the amount ap- 
propriated by that act for the benefit of East Tennessee has been 
exceeded by the sum of $3,231 60, and for this reason the Com- 
mittee recommend the rejection of the bill.

MR. FOWLER'S RESOLUTIONS, 


EMBRACING THE SUBJECT MATTER OF THE BANK- 
RUPT LAW. 


WnzzEas, the Bankrupt Law of Congress, enacted for the pur- 
pose of relieving the unfortunate, from oppressive iudebtedness: 
with the view of freeing them in new business, and in. new enter- 
> prises, thereby to enable all such, to accumulate property and 
means for the comforts of their families, &c., the extinction of all 
proper debts, due by said unfortunate operators, with any surplus, 
after affording the comforts and conveniences of life. 

And whereas, the legal relief herein contemplated, was never 
intended, and could not, if so designed, operate or work a moral 
release, from very many transactions thereby cancelled. 

And whereas, the said law was eagerly embraced by many, 
who, by the fraud of concealment of means, who soon showed 
signs of independence and fortune. | 

And whereas, many of those who have been released under the 
said bankrupt act, by frauds are now swimming in affluence and 
extravagance, while many of their creditors, whose debts have 
been thus cancelled, are now poor and destitute—now existing in 
poverty and distress. . 

And whereas, many individuals of integrity, capacity and indus- 
try have been ruined as endorsers—as mere accommodation en- 
dorsers, without motive or intent in said relation, except that of 
personal friendship and kindness, and whoare now living in penu- 
ry and want, while the freed and. released bankrupt is in the en- 
joyment of the prosperity growing outof a fraudulent or unhonest 
surrender to creditors of his effects, all of which is in violation of 
good faith, the spirit and intent of the said law, and of the sound 
morals of the country. 

Be it therefore resolved, as the solemn judgment of this Generai 
Assembly, that all such “freed and released bankrupts,” who have 
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‚ prostituted this benign law in fraud, or who are now living in 


violation of its spirit, deserve the severest reprehension of all good 
men, and should promptly use and apply the prosperity they en- 
joy, and Ше accumulated estates they may possess to the early re- 
lief of all creditors holding claims founded in justice and honor 
against them. | 

Be it further resolved, that all of this elass, who fail, neglect or 
refuse to yield to the high and sacred obligations, of moral 
and religious duty, are unworthy of respect or confidence, and 
all such should, in the opinion of this General Assembly, be exclu- 
ded from all stations in private and public life, of either emolu- 
ment, honor or responsibility—and especially as Directors of the 
Banking institutions of the State—being unfit to sit in judgment 
upon the character, credit and fortunes of others. 

Be it further resolved, that all of the released by the benign 
operation of thislaw of Congress, who have honestly and in con- 
science applied the profits of business since, to the payment of 
the debts canceled thereby, deserve the respect and confidence of 
all good теп; and this General Assembly offers them the encour- 
agement and the kindness due to a strict sense of duty, and the 
elevated performance of moral and religious obligations, too plain 
to be mistaken, and too crying in the necessity of many creditors, 
to go unheeded by a conscientious debtor, though discharged by 
the fiat of a court.

The Committee оп Banks have had under consideration Bill 
No. 62, “То authorize and regulate the business of Banking and 
recomimehd its passage with the following amendments: 

ist Amendment. In Section ist, lines 2d and 3d strike out the 
words “who is or may be a resident citizen of ths State.” 

2d Amendment. Strike out in the ist section from the word 
“that” in the 11th line to the word “at” in the 16th line, then add 
after “hat,” whenever any association of persons formed for the 
purpose of banking under the provisions of this act, shall legally 
transfer to the Comptroller any portion of the public stocks now 
created or hereafter to be created by this State or by the United 
States such association shall be entitled to receive from the Comp- 
troller an equal amount of such notes for circulation of different 
denominations registered and countersigned as hereinafter provided 
for, provided such public stocks shall in all cases be or be made to 
be equal to a stock producing six per cent interest per annum, and 
it shall not be lawful for the Comptroller to take any such stock at 
a rate above its par value or which shall not be worth upon a sale 
made for gold or silver one hundred cents in the dollar, and no 
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association of persons shall commence the business of banking 
under the provisions of this act until such association shall have 
deposited with the Comptroller the required securities and the 
Comptroller before he shallenter upon the discharge of any of the 
trusts or duties imposed upon him by this act shall enter into bond 
to this State and annually thereafter with sufficient secureties to be 
approved of by the Governor of this State in such sum as he shall 
direct with condition for the faithful performance of ihe trusts and 
duties imposed upon him by this act; which bond being first 
endorsed with the approval of the Governor shall be filed in the 
office of the Secretary of State. 

3d Amendment. At the end of 35th line, 1st section, add the 
words not to exceed twenty years. | 

4th Amendment. Strike out the 3d section entirely and substitute 
therefor the following: Тһе Comptroller is hereby authorized and 
required to cause to be engraved and printed in the best manner to 
guard against counterfeiting such quantity of circulating notes in 
the similitude of bank notes in blank of the different denominations 
authorized to be issued by the incorporated banks of this State not 
below the denomination of five dollars, ав he may from time to. 
time deem necessary to carry into effect the provisions of this act, 
and of such form as he may prescribe, such blank circulating notes. 
shall be countersigned, numbered and registered in proper books 
to be provided and kept for that purpose in the office of said Comp- 
troller under his direction by such person or persons as the said 
Comptroller shall appoint for that purpose so that each denomina- 
tion of such circulating notes shall bear the uniform signature of 
such register or one of such registers.

After the word Bank in the 8d line of 5th 
section insert the words as provided in the 1st section of this act. 

Inthe 4th line of 5th section strike out the 
remainder of the section after the word “Jost” and add the words 
on account of his failure to comply with the provisions of this act. 

Sth Amendment. Strike out the 6th section of the Bill and 
insert in lieu thereof the following: 

And be it enacted that in case the makers of any such circulat- 
ing note or notes countersigned and registered as aforesaid shall 
at any time on lawful demand between the hours of ten and three 
o'clock at the place where such note or notes is or are made pay- 
able fail or refuse to redeem such note or notes in the lawful money 
of the United States the holder of such note or notes making such 
demand may cause the same to be protested fur nonpayment by? 
notary public, under his seal of office, in the usual manner, and the 
Comptroller on receiving and filing in his office such protest shall 
iorthwith give notice in writing to the makers of such note ог notes 
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to pay the same and if they shall omit soto do for ten days after 
such notice the Comptroller shall thereupon (unless he shall be 
satisfied that there is good and legal defence against the payment 
of such note or notes) give notice in three or more newspapers pub-

ment of such costs, nor shall any thing in this act contained be con- 
sidered as implying any pledge on the part of the state for any рау- 
ment beyond the proper application of the securities pledged to the 
Comptroller, and if any bank shall be wound up under the provisions 
of this sectionthe protest of said note first protested shall constitute 
alien forthe benefit of the creditors of said Bank upon all the 
assets of the bank not in the hands of the Comptroller; said lien to 
be enforced as other liens in this state, and any conveyance of such 
assets after such protest shall be void. 

9th Amendment. In section 11th, 1st line, strike out **Monday” 
and insert days. 

10th Amendment. At the end of 30th line, 11th section, add the 
words and the Comptroller shall lay said reports before the Legislature 
at us next session. | 

11th Amendment. Strike out the ist paragraph (5 lines) of 12th 
section and insert the following words: 

Be it enacted that the association assigning bonds tothe Comp- 
troller may receive the interest to accrue thereon unless default 
shall be made in paying the bills or notes to be countersigned as 
aforesaid, or unless the bonds or stocks so pledged shall become 
an unsufficient security for the payment of such bills or notes, and 
whenever in the opinion of the Comptroller, Governor and Attor- 
ney General or a majority of them the securities deposited accord- 
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ing tothe provisions of this act, shall become from any cause in- 
sufficient for the redemption ofthe notes issued by the Comptroller~ 
to such association, he shall thereupon immediately notify the 
President thereof and require such association within five days to 
place in his hands such an amount of the securities named in this 
act as will in the opinion of the Governor, Attorney General and
